New Aupaxy, Ind., Oct. 28.—The St. 


Louis Air-Line last night met with a serious 
accident. The St. Louis express, which left 
here at 8:20 last night, was thrown from the 
track at Boston Station, Crawford County, 
Ind., forty-eight miles west of New Albany. 
The fireman, John McSwain, of Evansville, 
Ky., was killed, and the passengers shaken 
up.

The remains of 
the fireman were taken to is home in 
Evansville. The engineer escaped injury.

John Bentley. The damage done was chiefly 
to the locomotive.

POLITICAL POINTS. 
TUE PRESIDENT AND SECRETARY FOLGER. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Oct. 2.—On the 
morning that the President went to New 
York Secretary Folger returned to Washing- 
ton rather unexpectedly. It is believed bis 
purpose in returning was to obtain an inter- 
view with the President before Gen. Arthur 
left for New York. ‘There was a brief in- 
terview held, and it is understood that, at 
this meeting, Judge Folger spoke very 
plainly regarding what he deemed ought to 
be done by the Administration, also concern- 
ing the matter of his resignation. It is statea 
that Judge Folger now believes he could do 
the party no good by resigning his present 
office and going actively into the canvass. In 
fact, it is bis ovinion that such action 

WOULD TEND TO IMPAIR 
rather than help his chances for reélection. 
He so informed the President, and it is now 
probable ne will not resign. In addition, he 
will pursue the same course during the rest 
of the canvass that he has followed so far. 
Judge Folger, who is ordinarily a most 
genial man, is plainly very greatly annoyed 
and depressed, not only at the political situa- 
tion, but at the peculiar personal relation 
which he has to it. He is also, as is the Pres- 
ident, dissatisfied with the course of O’ Brien 
in New York in insisting on running for 
County Clerk. There is no doubt but that it 
is the intention to use 
THE CITIZENS’ TICKET, 

as a means of helping Folger’s chances in 
New York, and the action of O’Brien against 
the wishes of those who are close to the 
President is looked upon as one that would 
be likely to interfere with their purposes re- 
specting that ticket. The President does not 
feel very greatly encouraged over the pros- 
pect. When he went to New York on 
Thursday there were with him Secretaries 
Lincoln and Frelinghuysen. Several gentle- 
men Visted the President in his car, and had 
conversations with him, which turned more 
or less upon the political situation. Each of 
these gentlemen report the President as 
seeming! y — — account of the im- 
pending ¢ efeat of the Administration candi- 
date in New York. Gen. Arthur feels, as is 
reported, that he has been misrepresented 
respecting the candidacy of Judge Folger.

to personal friends, but now that the Secre- 
sary is nominated, President feels a spe- 
cial interestin his succession.

The President will 
return to Washington the latter part of next 
week, and will remain here only a day, going 
back to New York in time to vote. Every-

STAR ROUTES. 
FOREMAN DICKSON APPEARS AND GIVES

licity that was intended, but enough of it 
has been published to make it very evident 
that, if the statements contained in the affi- 
davits are true, all that has been charged or 
suspected with respect to bribery in the star- 
route matter has been confirmed.

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THE PATMASTER- GENERAL. 
HIS ANNUAL REPORT. 

WASHINGTOS, D. C., Oct. 28.—The Pay- 
master-General of the Army, in his report 
for the fiscal year, shows the total receipts 
and disbursements for the year were 
$15,132,245. He recommends that the act of 
July 29 be so amended as to allow. in the dis- 
cretionof the Secretary of War, one month’s 
leave of absence to officers of the army, with- 
out deduction of pay or allowance fur each 
year during which such absence has not 
been taken. He thinks it would 
be better still, if all laws  affect- 
ing the pay of officers while on 
leave were repealed. The enlisted men of 
the army continue to avail themselves of the 
benefits of the deposit system. During the 
ten years this system has been in operation 
the sum of $3,813,081 has been received on 
deposit. Payments for the same period 
amount to $2,766,613, leaving a balance still 
on deposit of $1,046,468. He recommends in 
this connection that the act of May 15, 1872, 
beso amended as to allow interest on the mini- 
mum deposit of $5 from date of deposit, and 
further, that the benefits of the deposit sys- 
tem be extended to the commissioned officers 
of the army. 


POST-OFFICES. 

COMPARISONS WITH THE REST OF THE WORLD. 

Wasnisaton, D. C., Oct. 28.—The report 
of the Superintendent of Foreign Mails for 
the last fiscal year shows that 452,000 more 
pounds were transported than the previous 
year. not including Canadian mail. The 
cost for ocean transportation was $41,000 
more than last year. The amounts estimated 
as necessary for the foreign mail service of 
the fiscal year 1883 and 1884 are as follows: 
Transportation of mails, $350,000; balances 
due foreign countries, including a propor- 
tionate share of expenses of the International 
Bureau, Postal Union, and other items, $60,- 
000; total, $410,000. A number of interest- 
ing statistics are included in the report. It 
is shown, for instance, that in the number of 
post-offices 

THE UNITED STATES RANKS FIRST, 

with 42,989 offices, the next hichest being 14,- 
540 in Great Britain. Switzerland leads in 
respect to number of offices for each inhabi- 
tant, with one office for every 98 inhabitants, 
the United States baving one office for every 
1,167 inhabitants. France and Germany have 
by far the largest number of letter-boxes for 
the reception of correspondence. Great 
Britain conveyed the largest number of let- 
ters—1,176,423,000, the United States ranking 
second, with 547,820,029 letters, The United 
States appears, however, to have conveyed 
nearly double as many postai-cards and 
newspapers as were sent ip any foreign coun- 
try. ‘The United States has the largest num- 
ber of miles of railway transportation, %,- 
939,491 miles. With respect to gross postal 
revenues, those of Germany aggregated 100,- 
229,319 francs, the United States 176,455,627 
francs, and Great Britain 168,335,765 francs. 


PUBLIC MONEYS. 
CONGRESS SPENT ALL WE WILL RAISE IN 
TAXES EXCEPT $12,000,000. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 28,-—-The Treas- 
ury has at last completed its statement of 
the amount appropriated at the last session 
in the general appropriation bills. It has not 
been possible to do this before, because the 
computations made necessary by reason of 
the extension of the appropriations of last 
year thirty-five days into the present fiscal 
year were not completed. ‘The total is $251,- 
428,117. To this should be added the Geneva 
award, $1,000,000; post-office expedi- 
tions, $42,000,000; indefinit permanent 
appropriations, including sinking fund, 
$126,000,000; total current liabilities 
during the fiscal year, 8429, 428, 117. 
The Geneva award is appropriated as a spe- 
cific fund, and will not all be used this year. 
Nevertheless it is a charge against the Treas- 
ury, and is set apart as a specific fund, and 
cannot properly be counted In the cash in 
the Treasury. There is not much probabil- 
ity that the expenditures under the head of 

INDEFINIT APPROPRIATIONS 
will be less than the $126,000,000, as esti- 
mated by the Treasury, so that the total cur- 
rent demand liabilities of the Government 
during the fiscal year 1883, subject 
to draft at any time, by virtue of 
laws already passed, is 8429. 428, 117.57, 
or in round numbers $430,000,000. On the 
other side of the ledger to be placed the 
$400,000,090 of revenue, which is the estimate 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, and which 
will not be exceeded by any considerable 
sum. No one in the Treasury thinks that 
the receipts can exceed $404,000,000, and of 
course the $42,000,000 of postal receipts above 
the deficiencies are to be added to the rev- 
enues,s0 the total revenue of the Govern- 
ment for the fiscal year, according to the esti- 
mate, will be $442,000,000. As the current de- 
m liabilities are $430,000,000, 
THE REAL, ACTUAL, NET SURPLUS REVENUE 
of the United States for the current fiscal 
year, after setting apart in the Treasury the 
money appropriated for specific purposes 
and making allowance for the interest on the 
public debt, is, in point of fact, about 512.

The ordinary con- 
trivances of the plumber do not provide a 
protection against the introduction of these 
germs into the house, for they creep through 
the traps and float upon the air fram the 
sewer-pipes. They are only harmless when 
they are absolutely destroyed, and to insure 
their destruction it is necessary to use what 
is commonly known as a disinfectant. But 
disinfection must be thorough. Experiment 
points to chloride of zine as the most efficient 
agent for this work. It is recommended by no 
less an authority than that of Dr. Doremus 
of New York, whois of opinion that the 
proper use thereof has saved many homes 
from sickness and death. To be effective 
this disinfectant must be used freely, con- 
stantly, and in direct contact with the water 
and air which are connected with the sew- 
ers either through closets, sinks, or wash- 
stands. At a time when every neighborhood 
is threatened with an epidemic of scarlet- 
fever, itis the duty of every household to 
make the most liberal use of chloride of zine 
in bath-rooms and closets, and thus assure, 
as far as possible, the destruction of the 
germs which are believed to be mainly re- 
sponsible for the disease.

CAPT. FINERTY’S DANGER. 

Capt. John Finerty is making a brilliant 
eanvass in the Second Congressional! District. 
He is a gallant fellow—a splendid specimen 
ot Irish blood, and brawn, and brain. Straight 
as an arrow, standing six feet two or three 
inches in his stockings, and having a perfect 
physical development, he appeals to his coun- 
trymen by his mere presence in an audience. 
On the intellectual and moral side, too, he 
has much to recommend him. He has many 
of the qualities of the true orator. His fiery, 
impetuous manner, clarion voice, and hard 
common sense (without which uo real orator 
was ever born or made) gain for him the re- 
spect and good will of unprejudiced hearers. 
There is something about Finerty’s moral 
fibre also that is very attractive. He is clean 
and straight. He never did a mean, or un- 
generous, or ignobie action. His hands 
are not stained by bribes or plunder. He 
hates liars, and thieves, and demagogs. He 
would not surrender his independent and 
honest convictions to be twenty times a Con- 
gressman. His countrymen know this to be 
true of him, and they honor him for it. 

lt ought to be an easy thing to electa man 
so well qualified to represent the Second 
District worthily in Congress. But it is not. 
His election, if it is secured at all, will not 
come to him easily, and it is because there is 
much danger of his failing to get a plural- 
ity that Inn Tripuns again directs the 
earnest attention of voters in that district to 
his great merits. The race is not always to 
the strong or theswift, and this is more often 
the case in politics than in any other pursuit. 
The tortoise in the fable outstripped the 
hare, and so pitiful and insignificant a repre- 
sentative of the Irish people of the Second 
District as Henry F. Sheridan may come out 
ahead of the big-hearted and broad-gaged 
Finerty on election-day.

A NEW STREET FOR THE SOUTH SIDE. 

There is a suggestion for the opening of a 
new street in the South Division which is 
likely to attract favorable consideration. It 
is to run a street where there is now an alley 
from Twenty-second street north as far as 
Twelfth or Harrison streets, between Michi- 
gan and Wabashayenues. The lots fronting 
east on Michigan avenue and west on Wa- 
bash avenue are very deep—about 182 feet, it 
is said, including the space now given to the 
alley. Twenty-five feet taken from the rear 
of each lot would make a street fifty feet 
wide, which, without ineumbrauce of any 
kind, would serve as a useful thoroughfare. 
This arrangement would leave 157 feet of 
depth on each of the avenue ffonts, or about 
seventy-eight feet for each for four fronts 
instead of two. This depth is as much as 
that of many desirable building lots in New 
York City, where there are no alleys, and 
nearly as much as that of many lots in the 
North Division of this city. 

The advantage to the general public of a 
new thoroughfare running north and south 
in a portion of the city which is destined to 
be devoted mainly.to business would be very 
great. West of State street and as far north 
as Harrison street the territory will be prac- 
tically monopolized by the railroads, State 
street and Wabash avenue are occupied by 
the cable road, which, whatever else it may 
have to recommend it, certainly contracts 
the available space for teaming and driving. 
Michigan avenue has been surrendered to 
the park system, and is subjected to regula- 
tions which exclude business traffic. A new 
thoroughfare projected on the line suggest- 
ed, though much narrower than the parallel 
streets, would really afford superior accom- 
modation to the public. To the owners of 
the lots on Michigan and Wabash avenues 
the scheme will probably commend itself, in- 
asmuch as it will give tliese lots a frontage 
on two streets instead of one each; and en- 
able the owners to make a profitable use of 
property which is now serviceable only for 
back yards and barns. The completion of 
the proposed thoroughfare would in the end 
double the value of the property. 

The objections which occur to the scheme 
at first thought will be found upon examina- 
tion to be superficial. For instance, the resi- 


-dents on Michigan and Wabash avenues 


within the limits described would be obliged 
to give up their barns and back yards, Why 
not? It would certainly pay them to do so, 
Individual stables in he thickly populated 
districts of a great city are neither practicable 
nor desirable, and the exigencies of metro- 
politan life suggest more profitable employ- 
ment for back yards than the hanging of 
clothes. Laundry work and the care of 
horses can be provided for to much better 
advantage than by reserving to such uses a 
wide stretch of property which may be made 
to earn interest on several hundred dollars 
per front foot. It is also worth while to re- 
member that there are on both Michigan and 
Wabash avenues e large number of houses 
which are too good to be torn down, and yet 
not in keeping in appearance, dimensions, 
or uses with the purposes for which houses 
along those avenues could now be used. 
These second-class houses could be moved 
back to front on the new street at small ex- 
pense as rapidly as there should be a demand 
for a better class of buildings on the two 
avenues. 

There are certainly many reasons why a 
well-paved and central thoroughfare along 
the line proposed would be far preferable to 
the unpaved and dirty alley which is now 
there, and a new street could be opened at 
small expense, because the space required 
for that purpose is not covered with any 


J buildings except barns, most of which are 


of frame. It will not be many years before 
the entire space in the South Division north 
of Twenty-second street will be required for 
business, and the purposes immediately 
subservient to business, such as hotels, res- 
taurants, boarding-houses, lodging-houses, 
ete., and that time can be materially hastened 
by a new and central thoroughfare. The 
suggestion in regard to the alley between 
Wabash and Michigan avenues, north of 
Twenty-second street is certainly deserving 
of attention trom those who own the abut- 
ting property. 


Is IT A BNEW COMMUNE? 

The social outbreaks of the last fortnight in 
France have come from a clear sky. No 
election is impending, no change has been 
made in the home or foreign policy that 
could account for public disaffection. Ex- 
cepting the vine industry, French business 
interests are fairly prosperous. Notwith- 
standing this absence of the causes that 
usually are to be detected underneath 
French turbulence, there have been lately at 
different points in France arson, riots, in- 
cendiary placards, street fights in which the 
gendarmerie had to reinforce the police, and 
all the incidents of a Communistie uprising. 

These disorders have broken out as far 
apart as Paris, Marseilles, St. Etienne, 
Creuzot, and Lyons. Proclamations were 
posted in the streets of Paris calling upon the 
people to rise against their landlords and the 
adulterators of their food. Lyons has been 
treated to repeated doses of dynamite. 
Workmamen's strikes are spreading from 
town to town. The miners of Montceau 
have engaged in destructive riots. Presi- 
dent Grévy’s life has been publicly threat- 


ened. 
The Government claim that they have dis- 


covered the existence of an anarchist con- 
Spliraey which has an organization that. 
branches out over the whole country. Its 
headquarters are at Geneva, where so much 

incendiary work has been planned by the 

revolutionists of past days. The Nihilist 
Prince Krapotkine isa member. ‘This for- 

midable body acts upon very slight provoca- 

tions. The riots at Lyons were ostensibly 

because of the refusal of the City Council to 

pay the annual subsidy to the opera-house, 

which has been a popular institution of the 

city for a hundred years. 

It is noteworthy that the commotion is con- 
fined to the working population of the cities. 
The peasantry are quiet. The ouvriers have 
their heads full of all kinds of Communistic 
notions such as Henry George has begun to 
instill into the minds of our own laboring ) 
people.

When Mr. Vanderbilt was asked the other 
day in Chicago about the approaching New 
York election he said he knew nothing about 
it, and added: This is Mr. Gould’s cam- 


algn.“ 
P As the canvass progresses it becomes evi- 


dent that Mr. Vangerbilt, though not a child, 
spoke the truth. Judge Tracy, who wrote 
the decision recently delivered in the ele- 
vated railroad cases, affirming the property 
rights of the citizens in the streets of New 
York, is a candidate for reélection. Until 
the decision referred to was made the New 
York organ of Mr. Gould had nothing to say 
in opposition to him, But the morning after 
the decision so ‘distasteful to the managers 
ef the elevated railroads was handed down 
this journal began a course of intemperate 
abuse of the Judge who had dared to inter- 
pose the barrier of the law to protect the 
property of the people from confiscation. 

It was not until after Gov. Cornell had ve- 
toed the Elevated-Railroad Tax bill, by whieh 
these companies sought to evade hundreds 
of thousands of dollars of taxes, that Mr. 
Gould made publie the fact about the blind 
poo] and began the attacks that defeated Mr. 
Cornell’s aspirations for a ren mination. 

There was no lack of arguments against 
the Elevated-Railroad Tax bill, but the one 
which may fairly be said to have commanded 
the veto was that submitted by Mr. Allan 
Campbell, Controller of the City of New York. 
Mr. Campbell has since been nominated as 
the independent citizens’ eandidate for 
Mayor of New York. With the same prompt- 
itude that signified its attacks on Gov. Cor- 
nell and Judge Tracy, the organ referred to 
turns its mud-guns on Controller Campbell, 
aud publishes columns of editorial to prove 
that he has been guilty of a perfidy that ranks 
him below “the most disreputable party 
hacks.“ 5 

These facts are of more than local impor- 
tance. IIlinois and Wisconsin are as deeply 
interested as New York in this malign 
growth of a power which does not conceal 
its purposes to control the elections of judi- 
cial and administrative officers in the inter- 
ests of corporate confiscation of private 
rights and private property. The contempt 
of this power for the public is so profound 
that it does not even throw a veil about its 
political immorality. 

HOW WE CHEAT OURSELVES. 

It is nothing new to recite that the United 
States has lost a large proportion of the 
ocean commerce she once enjoyed, and that, 
day by day, the rest is passing away. The 
loss of this commerce has some features that 
are peculiarly humiliating. The War fora 
time paralyzed our trade, by compelling our 
ships to seek foreign ownership in order to 
escape the Confederate cruisers. This diffi- 
culty in the natural order of things would 
have disappeared as soon as the War was 
over had the laws of the United States per- 
mitted such a course. Under the Jaws of 
any other country, the moment the War 
ended there would have been a return to 
their American owners of the steamers and 
sallers which we had transferred to foreign 
registers; or, if this were not possible, we 
would have supplied the deficiency by the 
direct purchase of such vessels as we 
needed; or we would have given every 
possible encouragement to our ship-build- 
ers to put afloat a commercial navy 
equal to all the demands of our revived for- 
tign trade. But under our law no such re- 
covery of our trade was possible. In the 
first place, the law prohibited absolutely the 
restoration to the American service of any 
vessel which had ever belonged to that serv- 
ice and had changed to foreign ownership. 
In the second place, our law forbade Ameri- 
eah registration to any vessel, steam or sail, 


built outside of the United States; and, | 


thirdly, our law had so increased the cost of 
building American vessels that it was no 
longer possible to build a steamer or sailer 
in this country that could be put to sea with- 
outaloss. The Government had prohibited 
the purchase of foreign-built vessels, and had 
so taxed the building of new ones that the 
business had sunk inte decay and is gradu- 
ally passing away altogether. 

All this has been long understood, but the 
impression has been that the loss has been 
confined to steamers, both wooden and iron. 
Wooden steamers, as a general rule, have 
given place to iron steamers in the commerce 
of all nations, and it has been supposed that 
in this branch of shipbuilding our marine 
suffered the greatest comparative losses, and 
that this country suffered most from the com- 
petition of the iron steamers built on the 


Ciyde. 

The New York Bulletin calls attention to 
the fact that, despite the great encroach- 
ments made by iron vessels, the larger part 
of the world’s ocean freight is still carried in 
wooden vessels, and that the bulk of the 
competition by the American marine for 
ocean traffic has to be carried on with for- 
eign vessels of that class, and that this coun- 
try is no better able to compete with wooden 
vessels than with those of iron. 

It appears that of the 15,519,000 tonnage 
cleared from the United States during the 
year 1881-1882, only 3,825,000 was American, 
while the other 15,004,000 was foreign, and 
divided among all the nations of Eu- 
rope. The foreign tonnage was about 
equally divided between steam and sail, and 
the foreign sail tonnage cleared was about 
4,225,000 above that of the American, From 
this it appears that our discomfiture on the 
ocean is not due alone to the adoption of 
iron steamers, but that in the matter of 
wooden ships,in which before the War the 
American merchant marine was famous all 
over the world, our National defeai is as 
com plete, 

To show how ignominious is our appear- 
ance on the ocean as a carrier of freight, our 
transportation in American trade is com- 
pared with that of Norway, one of the small- 
est nations of Europe having a commer- 
cial navy. The shipping of Norway is 
almost exclusively sail, and a large por- 
tion of its earnings is from the Ameri- 
can trade. The total amount earned by 
Norwegian vessels in 1879 from vessels 
cleared from foreign ports to foreign ports 
was $25,000,000, of which nearly one-half, or 
$12,000,000, was derived from tonnage cleared 
from the American ports. The average rate 
of freight is stated to be about $5 per ton; 
so that these earnings represent about 2.400, 
000 tons of freight cleared from our ports 
in one year. This freight was carried from 
this country to British and French ports by 
Norwegian wooden vessels, which come to 
this country to do the carrying business of 
this great Republic, The little State of Nor- 
way, with her wooden vessela, sends her 
fleet here, carries away 2,400,000 tons of 
American merchandise, and carries it to 
Franee and Great Britain, and pockets $12,- 
000,000 for the business. This same trade is 
shared by all the other petty States of Eu- 
rope, while our Congress refuses to modify 
our antediluyian navigation Jaws, and re- 
fuses to let our own merchants or navigators 
share in this 

This policy, which is enriching all the

carrying trade to the nations of Europe; and 
in like manner we prohibit the manufacture 
of American goods, and force the sales we 


might make upon the nations of Europe. 


There is nota State In Europe that is not 
reaping an immense profit from our refusal 
to have any ocean-going earriers of mer- 
chandise; our adherence to the navigation 
laws as they were in force in Europe 300 
years ago distributes several hundred mill- 
ions of transportation fees among the vessel- 
owners of Europe, who pray that we will 
adhere to our present policy; and in our Na- 
tional blindness we refuse to let American 
manufacturers export any of their wares, 
lest they might compete with those of Eu- 
rope, from whom we import even more cot- 
ton cloth than we sell to all the world, Our 
protective policy has no stronger friends 


than the manufacturers of Europe, to whom 


we have coneeded the markets of the worid.

MEN AND WOMEN IN STORES. 

We printed yesterday a report by the See- 
retary of the State Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics, covering the returns made as to wages 
and the expenditures of the working popu- 
lation in the various industrial occupations 
throughout the State. One chapter of this 
report is especially devoted to wages and 
rents in Chicago. From the general averages 
gathered from the replies of 47 working- 
men in this city, engaged in sixty-two eecu- 
pations, the tables are prepared in detail. 
The summary of these averages may be thus 
stated : N 

1. The average annual earnings of the 


different occupations range from $414 for 


shoemakers to 8000 for horseshoers, and the 
general average is 8608. 70. 

2. The average numberof persons in each 
family is four. 

3. The average number of rooms occu- 
pied by each family is three and one-third, 

4. Theaverage monthly rent paidis $10.25. 


Tue item of car-fare is put down as equaling, 


on an average, one-third of the sum paid for 
rent. 

Another branch of the subject is that de- 
voted to the wages paid toclerks and others 
employed in the retail stores in Chicago. 
The first class of these are the cash boys, 
messengers, and others from 10 to 14 years of 
age; the wages of this class range from 92 
to $5 a week. the average being for 560 boys. 
$2.90 a week each. The average compensa” 
tion to forty-two girls, of about 12 years of 
age, employed in stores is $2.65 per week 
each. Tne weekly wages of 830 young women 
employed as saleswomen and otherwise, vari- 
ously employed in retail stores, range from 
$4 to $10. One hundred of these get $11 and 
over, but the average of the 830 is $7.61. 
Over 400 receive 86 and less. The wages of 
men is hardly much better. Of 642 retail 
salesmen the weekly wages range from 86 
to $35; of these 368 receive $10 and less. Of 
this class of clerks, male and female, the cost 
of living is increased by the necessity to pay 
ear-fare and of dressing more expensively; 
and they have to work more hours than per- 
sons engaged in any other occupation. 

There are two classes of persons in these 
grades of employment whose earnings are 
wholly out of proportion with the unavoid- 
able expenditures of their employment. One 
of these is young men from 20 to 30 years of 
age who are employed as salesmen in retail 
stores. The numberof these is very great, 
the labor is excessive, the compensation very 
meagre, and the future prospects in the way 
of improvement extremely indifferent. Of 
the several thousands of those employed in 
retail groceries and other kindred employ- 
ments the wages range trom $5 to $10 per 
week, the higher of these rates being paid 
only to persons of considerable exper ijence, 
several years’ experience being necessary to 
enable the young man to obtain as much as 
$20 a week, and thissum not being paid to 
more than one person out of twenty. Hay- 
ing reached this salary the fortunate man 
may be said to have reached a maximum be- 
yond which he cannot hope to rise except by 
exceedingly good luck, 

For the thousands who enter these stores 
at $5 per week the sum of $10 or $12 a week 
is generally the crowning reward of severalt 
years of arduous and faithful labor. For 
these scanty earnings the clerk is expected 
to work from 8 in the morning till 9 at night, 


he has to pay from $4 to $6a week board 


and he has to have and wear good clothes. 
The majority—a large majority—of the 
young men who voluntarily seek these 
places come to the eity from the country 
towns and from the farms. They abandon 
the workshops and the comfortable homes 
on farms, attracted in the first place by the 
gayeties and dissipations of city life. They 
think it a luxurious change to wear fancy 
pantaloons, gorgeous neckties, and loaf in 
brilliant billiard-rooms and smoke villainous 
cigars. When they are able to raise the 
**needful,” it is real life“ to hire a buggy 
and take a girl out to ride on Sunday. But 
the greatest progress 18 whep they can afford 
to wear kid-gloves when they are out of the 
shop. Itisoneof the delusions of country life 
that all that a young man has to do is to 
walk through some commercial college and 
forthwith apply for and obtain employment 
asa “junior merchant“ in any first-class 
mereantiie house. The city is at all times 
swarming with young men, who have u- 
pended all their savings, walking the streets 
looking for employment, and those who are 
even that fortunate gladly accept a place 
at $5a week to do fourteen hours’ hard la- 
bor for enough to pay board. For this kind 
of employment thousands of young men 
flock to this city and to all large cities an- 
nuaily, and here drag out lives of gentee! 
poverty, year after year, in a helpless, hope- 
less struggle for an aimless existence.

The gentieman who appears most 
likely to be the next Mayor of New York 
City has been put in nomination by a non- 
partisan volunteer organizatjon known as 
the Committee of Fifty, itself selected by a 
committee of three, who sprang from a citi- 
zens’ movement. In Chicago the candidate 
for Congress who atthe present outlook is 
making the best eanvass in the Second Dis- 
trict was put up by an extrapolitical assem- 
blage who were more truly représentative of 


the good men ot the district than the party 


conventions. These are signg of the times. 
It is in the first place evident that the people 
are not resting supinely under the system 
which leaves them,to the domjnation of 
masters who rule them by regiments of men 
armed with votme papers. ‘Their moral 
spirits are still too vigorous to be repressed 
by the maneuvres of any such condottieri. 
But it is also evident that these impulsive 
movements of reform cagnot touch the real 
trouble that inspires them. New York had, 


eleven years ago, in the wonderful campaign 


by which Tweed was overthrown, just such 
a righteous émeute as that which now seeks 
reform by irregular political methods. When 
the enthusiasm of the moment died away 
municipal politics feil back naturally into 
the hands of professional politicians, and 
the old style of abuses came back in kind, if 
not in degree. ‘The only formidable attempt 
that has been made in many years to apply 
this method of reform by impulse to Na 
tional politics was at Cincinnati, in 1872, and 
that convention ended in a ludicrous fizzle. 
Such movements as that in municipal poli- 
tics in New York and in National politics at 
Cincinnati are makeshifts. Nominations by 
a Committee of Fifty, or of One Hundred, or 
by a convention that springs out of an unor- 
ganized division of the public cannot be a 
permanent method. Political government 
must be by party, and parties must have an- 
tecedents, and organization, and persistence 


of life. 
But the existing parties in this country 


must have one thing more—reform within 
themselves. Civil-service reform, or the re- 
form of the Government machinery, has be- 
come one of our great issues. Not less im- 
portant is a reform of party government. 
Parties must be so organized that their mem- 
bers may have a Voice in their direction. The 
New York Times declares it to be a fact that 
the general body of the Republican voters of 
the State of New York has nothing to do 
with nominating the candidates for whom 
they are expected to vote. Practically, ‘the 


same is true of the voters of all parties 


of all the citiesin Illinois, Nominations are 
not made by the people. Thesystem of pri- 
mary elections, introduced by the new Dem- 
ocracy of New York, has slid back into the 
old rnts. 

This is not a partisan question. The body 
of voters in each party has been cutout of its 
share of party management. Men are polit- 
ical animals, but they will not go through 
the Nos of politics just for the looks of 
things., The whole system ot party action, 
from the primary to the National Convention, 
needs to be renovated, 80 that the voters may 
run the party, and not the party run the 
voters. As yet the law does not recognize party 
rights, but this cannot continue, for prop- 
erty rights and personal rights cannot last 
where those of party have been lost. When 
voters have been readmitted to the manage- 
ment of their parties, and the Government 
officers have been emancipated from their 
bondage to the bosses, the people and the

There is another class, constantly increas- 
ing in numbers, and that is the young women 
who seek employment at starvation wages as 
saleswomen in stores. The work is most labo- 
rious, the compensation barely sufficient to 
furnish the requisit clothing and pay 
for their board. ‘There is hardiy anything 
hopeful in this occupation. The number 
who can in the end rise to any excellence 
that will command proper wages is of neces- 
sity limited, leaving to the others a life of. 
laborious struggle for a mere existence. 

An advertisement in Tax Trisune for an 
assistant bookkeeper at a salary of $50 a 
month will be answered by 150 persons with- 
in a féw hours after its appearance in the 
paper. An advertisement for a boy in an 
oflice at $5 a week will have as many answers 
in as short @ time, while an advertisement 
for a lady cashier or clerk will be so prompt- 
ly responded to as to leave no question that 
the number of persons ef that class 
employment is also very large.

place, and to which it belongs as naturally 
as the pedestrian fits into the rush of the 
busy street? We do not deny thé skil! mani- 
tested in these manipulations of character: 
but when the work stops with this proe- 
ess. leaving the reader with his hands 
full of these human preparations, not 
| knowing what to do with them and 
having no use for them, we submit that 
something is wanting in the method to as 
sociate them with ourselves apd rouse our 
sympathies. This work has its value and its 
place, but we may certainly protest that these 
workers shall not elbow the great masters 
one side as unworthy of consideration. We 
live in a flesh-and-blood world, and flesh-and- 
blood characters are worth more to us than 
intellectualities, however cunningly they 
may be drawn. We may admire the latter, 
but we love the others, and are not willing to 
give them up. Quarrel with their art as much 
as we may. they belong to out human nature, 
and human nature is rarely artistic. They 
are our own folks, and we like them or dis- 
like them without caring much for the in- 
tellectual processes that actuate them. The 
difference between the modern and the old 
school is just the difference between art and 
nature—between heart and brain—and it ig a 
pretty wide, one.

Denver—A Beautiful and Very Pros- 
perous City. 


The Mountain-Passes Nearly All Occu- 
pled by Railways. 


Leadville, Gunnison City, and South Pueblo— 
Agriculture and Mining. 


Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

Souru Pons. Colo., Oet. 19.—Detached 
facts in regard to the railway and general 
progtess of Colorado have from time to time 
appeared in Tue Tarmunn, but perhaps the 
grouping of some of them together by one 
who is here on his eighth visit, commencing 
away back in 1865, may interest its readers. 

The 500 miles of country between the Mis- 
souri River and the mountains has always 
been called 

THE PLALNs, 
for the reason that one sees no trees, save 
only a few eottonwoods seattered along the 
streams; but, except the Valley of the 
Platte, the land is thrown up into high roll- 
ing ridges, where the rich -buffalo-grass 
grows in great luxuriance, and where mill- 
ious of buffalo lived and roamed at their owa 
will and pleasure. This same country now 
sends to Chicago great trains of fat cattle, 
that have usurped the home of the buffalo, 
and furnish a very large proportion of our 
live-stock statistics. Crossing the plains how 
in the cars of one of the four great railway 
lines that have their focus at 
DENVER 

is a very different thing from crossing them 
in a stage-coach. And that city, in the sub- 
stantial character of its business, its grand 
business blocks, its spacious and excellent 
hotels, its large, elegant residences, and the 
number of railways centering here, is about 
as creat a marvelas Chicago. It certainly is 
a ner city than Chicago was twenty-live 
years ago, andin population it is nearly, if 
not quite, as large. It has nine—perhaps 
two or three more— railways running in all 
directions: four great lines to the Missouri; 
the Denver & New Orleans, finished and in 
operation for more than 140 miles, 
and rapidly extepding to the south- 
east; and three great lines piercing 
the mountains to the west and southwest. 
These have branches, or soon will have, to 
‘all the leaging miying-camps in the State, at 
lirst attracted by the precious metals, but 
how iu several cases by really more valuable 
and very extensive deposits of coal and iron. 
Lut to be more particular 

THE DENVER & SOUTH PARK RAILWAY 
won its way up the Platte Cafion and over 
the Kenosha Pass, 10,159 feet above the sea, 
by the most remarkable engineering skill: 
and at Como, in the South Park, reached ex- 
tensive beds of bituminous coal. This not 
only supplies the road, but furnishes it with 
a large business in all directions. At Como 
a branch crosses the range north, at an 
altitude of 11,4% feet, to Breckinridge, 
& prosperous and growing mining town. 
Here we found Judge Silverthorn just as 
happy and gay as he was in 1808. He and his 
excellent wife are enjoying the prosperity 
and the wealth the mines and the coming of 
the railway have given them with the great- 
est possible zest. [low far this branch of the 
South Park Road is to be extended down the 
Biue River and westward has not transpired 
at this writing. ) 

Crossing the divide between the waters of 
the Platte in the South Park to the Arkansas, 
by an easy pass, the South Park Road reaches 
Leadyilie, at present, on the track of the 
Denver & Rio Grande. The business and the 
growth of 

LEADVILLE 

have now settled down upon what the miners 
called “ bed-rock.” The excitement of new 
* finds” has not. entirely died out, but there 
is comparatively little of it. The output of 
the mines is steadily increasing, and is like- 
ly to do so fur an indefinit period to come. 
‘The business is as legitimate, and almost as 
well understand, as the cattle or grain trade 
of Chicago. The n claimed to be 
some 20,000 to 25,000, has about caught up 
with what the present mining and other in- 
terests of the city seem to require. ‘There is, 
however, some building—substantial too— 
som on, keeping pace with a healthy and 
now not too rapid growth. Leadville must 
unquestionably remain the Queen City in the 
Upper Arkansas Valley. 

THE DENVER & RIO GRANDE RAILWAY 
reached Leadville some time before its fel- 
low, the South Park, and from this city has 
two extensions—one over the range and down 
the Ten Mile to Frisco. om the Bine River, 
some twelve miles below Breckinridge, and 
one over the Tennessee Pass down the Eagle 
to Red Bluff. They reach ahd pass important 
mining camps, which give them a large and 
increasing business and furnish an important 
additional traffic to the main line. The grand 
mountain seenery on both of these lines will 
abundantly reward an excursion by the tour- 
ist. Red Bluff is only some twenty miles 
from 
THE MOUNT OF THE HOLY CROSS, 
one of the most-noted as one of the most re- 
warkable mountains in the world. It is 
among the highest in the State, being 14.176 
feet high—one of the thirty-three whose sum- 
mits are 14,000 feetand upwards above the 
sea. A tremendous chasm cleaves it on the 
eastern side nearly to the top, and righ, 
across this, perhaps three-fourths of the way 
up, is another, and these, filled with snow 
old as creation, form a perfect and most 
beautiful cross. It is one of the marked ob- 
jects visible trom Gray’s and Pike’s Peaks, 
and from a wide extent of country west of 
the dividing rauge of the continent. Several 
mining-camps near the base of the mountain 
will soon make it easily accessible to the 
tourist from Red Bluff. 

RETURNING FROM LEADVILLE 
ch Buena Vista by either of the great mount- 
ain rallways, the Denver & South Park 
Branch mounts up through the Clark Creek 
Cafion to Alpine Pass, at the head of it, and 
at a hight of 11,500 feet above the sea plunges 
through aiong tunnel, and, coming out on 
the west side of the range, affords some of 
the most sublime views upon the continent. 
The courage required in sealing such hights 
by railway is marvelous, and must be ad- 
mired for its great value to humanity far 
more than that manifested by the builders of 
the Pyramids of Egypt. Down, down, goes 
the train around great beetling cliffs, wind- 
ing in and out ot cations along the sides of 
the mountain, by the City of Pitkin and other 
mining towns, till at last, in a beautiful val- 
ley, surrounded by snow-clad mountains, 
the City of 
GUNNISON 
is reached. This is now a very thriving 
place, claimed to have some 5,000 inhabit- 
ants. Some of the buildings are large, sub- 
stantial brick and stone structures. Though 
the town is little more than two years old it 
gives good evidence that it is to become a 
large and prosperous city. Only eighteen 
miles away, atand in the — 4 of Crested 
Butte, to which the Rio Grande Railway has 
an extension, there are immense beds of 
bituminous and anthracite coal—both equal 
to the best that Peunsylvania can produce 
Iron is Also abundant in the surrounding 
mountains, and two of the largest owners 
and manufacturers from Pittsburg have re- 
cently given it as their opinion that 
IRON OF THE VERY BEST QUALITY 
in all respects can be manufactured here 
cheaper than eisewhere on the continent. 
The silver and gold mines in the mountains 
on both sides of the Gunnison River for a 
long distance are directly tributary to the 
City of Gunnison. It already has gas and 
excellent water-works, large stores, and a 
good hotel, and everything betokens great 
and increasing prosperity. It is sure to be 
one of the large cities of interior Colorado. 
Tne kind hospitality of Judge Shacklefard, 
formerly of Bloomington, III., and dinner in 
his excellent family with Bishop Spaulding, 
have left very pleasant memories of Gunni- 
son. 

The ~~ great railways of the mountains 
meet here. The South Park ends for the 
present, while 

ONWARD TO SALT LAKE 
is the motto of the Rio Grande. I had the 
good fortune to go with the first passenger- 
ral below Montrose to Delta, at the june- 
tion of the Guonison and Uncompahgre Riv- 
ers, eighty-four miles west of Gunnison. ‘The 
road is tinished twenty-six miles farther 
west, and only fourteen miles more are need- 
ed to complete it to the junction of the Gun- 
nison and Grand Rivers. ‘The bridge-build- 
ers may eause a delay of a few days, but the 
road will be opened toJ unction City ina week 
ortwo. That will leave a of but 200 miles 
to finish the road to Great Salt Lake City.

We 
saw fields of good corn, ripe shock, 
along the Gunnison and about Junction City. 
All the cereals and root-crops will grow and 
ripen to perfection. The soll along the river 
and in the cafions is exeellent. 

THE GRAND CANON OF THE GUNNISON, 
commencing several miles below the city, 
must not be omitted, road runs through 
twenty-five piles of it; and in bight gn b- 
hmity ft is almost equal to the ya Gorge 
of the Arkansas, and is not Inferior to an 
other in Colorado. When about halt chroneh 
its lenath, the road escapes up the south 
side through me Canon of the Oimmaron, 
and thence over the fF and dewn the 
Valley of the Uncompahare to Montrose. 
The lower half of the gorge is said to be 
impassable. No one seems to know 
anything about it; but as it will save grade 
and be shorter to ¥ through it, it will not be 
long after the roa@ is finished to Salt Lake 
before the Rio Grande trains will be thun- 
dering through the entite leneth of the 
Grand Canon of the Gunnison. 

Returning, our train was delayed, and we 
had the misfortune te eome over 

THE MARSHALL PASS 
in the evening. Enough could easily be seen 
to assure one that engineering skill equal to 
that required by perhaps any other pass was 
reguired to ‘surmount it. The feehery on 
both sides is grand—worthy, in fact, a trip 
to the mountains to see. 8 

Remaining over night at Salida, on the 
morning of ‘fuesday, the 17th, we went by 
the St. Louis Branch up the Poncha Creek 
and over the pass of the same to Villa Grove, 
in the San Luis Park, and eight miles

THE HOT SPRINGS IRON MINE, 


The ore is red hematite of a very superior 
quality.

And, 
besides, this is a great railroad centre, sec- 
ond only to Denver. : 

Everfwhere in Colorado progress in all 
things is the order of the day. ‘The next 
census will show a marvelous growth in the 
Centennial State. Think of it! During the 
last week L crossed the dividing range of the 
continent seven times, and all by rail.

The English Crematians. 

Mr. William Robinson, Mansion House, near 
Blandford, Dorset, sends to the Enelish papers 
an account of the cremation of two ies in 
that county: “On the n day of October the 
body of Mrs. Hanham, wife of Capt. Haubam, 
was reduced toasbes by fire at this place. The 
following eventing, the 9th of October, the body 
of Lady Hanham, wife of the late Sir James 
Hanham, Bart., of Dean's Court, in this county. 
and mother of Capt. Hapham. was also decom- 
posed by tire. Mrs. Hanham died in July, 1876, 
of cancer; Lady Haoham In Jane. 1877, in her 
Qth year. Mrs. Hantbam ex d to her hus- 
band and various friends her wish that her body 
sbould not be buried, but reduced to ashes in 
this manner, and Lady Hanbam desired that 
hers should sbare the same lot as that of Mrs. 
Hanhbam. Capt. Haenbam, respecting these 
wishes, determined to carry them out in the 
face of ail difficulties. These are numerous, 
owing to the fact that no publie body ex- 
ists in this kingdom which carries out crema- 
tion, and those who re to execute the 
wishes of their relations in such a case were 


driven to seek aid in foreiga countries at an 


amount of trouble and expense which made it 
impossibie for most. With the view of avoiding 
some of the preliminary difficulties the bodies 
were pot buried, but kept in a strongiy-buiit 
mausoleum of good design in the grounds. The 
cremanons were carried out in a simple and m- 
expensive furnace, not only ‘without any nuis- 
anee to the neighborhood, but without the 
slightest uppleasuntness to those who stood 
within two feet of the white flame which 
promptly resolved the bodies to their harmiess 
elemcats. Though done under many difficuliies, 
not one of which need occur if the practice were 
organized among us, the act was well and quick- 
ly done in each instance, nothing being left but 
or ectly ¢alcined bones.

MR. SMALLEY’S LETTER—LEADING INCI

Nrw York, Oct. 28.—Mr. Smalley’s special 
cable to the New York Tribwne says: 

Loxpox, Oct. 28.—Two rather important 
events marked the opening week of the ses- 
sion. The first was the open adoption by the 
Opposition of a policy ef obstruction, and the 
second was open insubordination in the Tory 
ranks, not yet amounting to a revolt, but 
seriously compromising Sir Stafford North- 
cote’s position. Lord Randolph Church- 
il’s motion of adjournment on the 
first night, though sanctioned by Sir Stafford 
Northcote, looked uncommonly like taking 
the leadership into his own hands. Lord 
Randolph, it is known, has resolved to pur- 
sue tactics much more hostile than Sir Staf- 
ford Northcote approves, and the latter, 
though sustained by a powerful section of 
the party, has twice this week shown 

A LACK OF COURAGE 
to enforce his authority; on Thursday night 
declining to vote against Lord Randolph 
Churehill after speaking against him, while 
the majority front bench voted as Sir 
Stafford North spoke. Lord Randolph 
last night, to the great scandal of the House, 
assailed Sir Stafford Northcote in a derisive 
speech, taunting his leader with lack of cour- 
age, avowing sympathy with Irish obstruc- 
tion, and his determination to avail himself 
of all forms of the House to defeat the clos- 
ure. Sir Stafford Northcote, though speak- 
ing soon after, made no reply. ‘Lhe Minis- 
ters, meanwhile, follow steadily the line 
marked out from the beginning, with this 
distinct gain that whereas on Tues- 
day it was doubtful whether Mr. 
Gladstone would enforce party discipline 
to. secure the rejection of Mr. 
Gibson’s two-thirds amendment, his speech 
last night was understood as pledging him 
to the principle of a bare majority. 

THE FIRST CRITICAL DIVISION 

‘will be taken on that amendment next week. 
Allowing every doubtful Liberal, the Par- 
nellites, and the Tories to be combined, the 
Liberal Whigs calculate on a majority of 
nearly fifty. if this proves correct, business 
will move much more rapidly after the vote. 
Mr. Parnell preserves some mystery as to his 
intentions, but today’s belief is that the Par- 
nellites will be allowed to vote as they like 
on the two-thirds question, in which casea 
majority of them will support the Ministry, 
though intending on most other points to op- 
pose the Government. An immense major- 
ity of the proposed amendments to the rules 
are purely frivolous. , 

MR. BRIGHT’S LETTER, 
meant for weak-kneed Liberals, truthfully 
says that the chief objection to the Minis- 
terial scheme is that it is not stringent 
enough. In spite of the slow progress the 
Ministers are better satisfied with the week’s 
work than the Opposition, in whose ranks 
dissensions are rife. The Carlton Club meet- 
ing showed a strong feeling among the most 

members of the party against ob- 
struction. There is a strong dislike toany pol- 
icy requiring a prolonged stay in London. 
The Whigs say it is doubtful whether a full 
attendance will be obtainable, except for one 
or two of the most important divisions. 
There have been no revelations of the Egyp- 
tian policy, nor do the Tories now intend to 
force a debate till later in the session. Sir

CARLYLE. 

The unveiling of Boehm's fine bronze statue 
to Carlyle, on Thursday, was a simple but 
impressive ceremony. Most of Carlyle’s in- 
timate friends were present-except Mr. Rus- 
kin, who was absent from ill-health, and Mr. 
Froude, who refused to take part in the me- 
morial. Mr. Tyndall's eloquent address was 
the main feature of the proceedings. His 
suggestion of a companion memorial to Em- 
erson was cordially received by the brilliant 
audience, and is discussed in a long editorial 
in today’s Telegraph, which thinks the gen- 
eral recognition of Emerson is still wanting, 
but the more thoughtfal would gladly com- 
bine to carry out the project if it was under- 
take in a practical way. 

THE LITERARY MAGAZINES. 

It looks as if the competition among the 
leading magazines is keener than ever. The 
Fortnightly, under Escott, starts off in Nine- 
teenth Century fashion with a long list of 
celebrities as contributors; Longmans’ dit- 
to; but the system of interleaving the read- 
ing matter with advertisements evokes pro- 
tests. John Morley appears as a contributor’ 
to the Nineteenth Century, discussing the 
Irish revolution and the English Liberals. 
Matthew Arnold’s Liverpool address ap- 
pears in the same number. Emile De Save- 
leye criticises Henry George’s * Progress of 
Poverty” in the Contemporary. Except the 
magazines there is not one important pub- 
lication.

Talking of interviews, one which has pro- 
voked much discussion here is that with Mr. 
Vanderbilt, reported from America. Many 
of the papers here have severely condemned 
Mr. Vanderbilt’s expressions, apparently not 
knowing that he denies having uttered then. 
In particular, the Spectator has a 
long article on American millionaires, in 
which it declares that it expects to see a cen- 
tral syndicate in New York controlling all 
the railroads and the telegraphs, which “at 
the end of atwelvemonth would smile at the 
Rothschilds as persons who in the petty busi- 
ness of Europe were accounted very rich.”

AUSTRIA. 
THE DISASTROUS FLOODS. 

VJENNA, Oct. 28.—Traflic on the Botzen & 
Meran Railway and on the Botzen, Trent & 
Lavis Road is suspended. Both lines between 
Preis and Brenner are impassable. All 
streams in the Brixen district are alarmingly 
increasing involume. Bad news comes from 
the various villages where the dikes are giv- 
mg way. Fears are entertained that a catas- 
trophe more terrible than that which lately 
visited the Tyrol is impending. A telegram 
from Klagenfurt reports incessant rain and 
disastrous floods in Corinthia. The Drave is 
rising and there are serious inundations in 
the valleys of its tributaries. The Moell Jail 
Commissioners who are engaged in inquir- 
ing into the damage done by the last floods 
are imprisoned by the present floods at 
Kirchbach. 


EGYPT. 
ANOTHER REIGN OF TERROR. 
Speetal Cable. 

ALEXANDRIA, Oct. 23.—Much uneasiness 
is telt among the high class of Egyptian 
residents in consequence of the wholesale 
arrests of persons charged with complicity 
in Arabi’s rebellion. The situation is, in 
fact, almost equivalent toa reign of terror. 
Advantage has been taken of the unsettied 
condition of affairs by prominent officials 
Sheiks and Muairs, and even by unofiicial 
persons, to revenge private quarrels, in many 
cases of long standing, by informing against 
their adversaries as having been engaged in 
the Alexandria massacre, or in the burning 
and sacking of the city, or charging them 
with participation in the armed revolt. Itis 
believed that 


RIAZ PASHA, THE PRESENT: VIZIER 

or Prime Miuister of the Khedive’s Govern- 
ment, is using his official position to further 
schemes of private vengeance. ‘Two editors 
of Arabic journals were recently exiled from 
Egypt by order of Riaz Pasha for no other 
offense than having published three years 
ago articles criticising the policy of 
that Minister. Their lives were only saved 
by the intercession of Sultan Pasha, whom 
Riaz dare not autagonize at present. Many 
innocent persons have been arrested on the 
werest pretext, and no native Egyptian pos- 
sessed of either money or position feels him- 
selfsafe while the existing state of affairs 
continues. 

PROF. PALMER’S PARTY WAS SLAIN BY BED- 

OUINS AT MIDNIGHT. 
To the’ Western Associatea Press. 

Catro, Oct. 28.—Prof. Palmer’s party was 
attacked by Bedouins at midnight on the 10th 
of August, after the two parties had ex- 
changed several shots. The Bedouins over- 
powered the English, looted everything 
found in their baggage, took the clothes 
from the bodies of their victims, and de- 
stroyed ali traces of their work. 

The English counsel of Arabi Pasha, after 
active efforts in that direction, have succeed- 
ed in obtaining the minutes of the two Min- 
isterial councils at Alexandria which were 
held some weeks before hostilities actually 
begun, and which decided to oppose with 
armed resistance all intervention on the part 
of the British Government. At those coun- 
cils botn the Khedive and Dervisch Pasha 
were present, and, so far as examined, the 
minutes do not show that they offered any 
opposition to the decision. On the contrary 
they seemed to be in full harmony with the 
proceedings of the Ministers. 


THE TRIAL. 

Arabi Pasha will divide his defense into 
two parts. ‘The first is to comprise the period 
before the war,in which he says he acted 
by orders of the Khedive, and the second the 
time after July 10, in which he claims he 
acted by command of the Sultan. 

Arabi’s solicitor is about to go to England 
to take the deposition of Sir William Grego- 
ry, Mr. Wilford Blunt, M. Ninet, anda 
trooper of the Horse Guards who was taken 
prisoner at Kassassin, as they will be unable 
to attend the trial.

A SENSATIONAL ARREST, 


Theodore 8. Webber and Miss Annie 
Hunter, Both Well-Known in Cin- 
ciInnati, Arrested on a Charge of Adul- 
tery by Chicago Officers—Released on 
Bail. 


An arrest that will undoubtedly cause 
something of a sensation in the city 
where the arrested parties are best 
known was made by a consta- 
ble from Justice Prindiville’s court last 
night. Theodore 8. Webber, a fine-looking 
gentleman of between 26 and 30 years of 
age, and Miss Annie Hunter, both of Cin- 
cinnati, were charged with living in an open 
state of adultery, Webber being a 
married man. The arrest was 
made at the instance of Benjamin 
Hatch, a Cincinnati detective, who has been 
here watching the suspected parties for some 
time. It is alleged that Miss Hunter is the 
daughter of a wealthy widow living just 
outside of Cincinnati, and that she 
had been at a convent for a year or 


so previous to meeting Mr. Webber, for whom 
she formed a very strong attachment. They 
came to Chicago, it is claimed, and began 
boarding at a fashionable house on Wa- 
bash avenue, where they were spotted 
by Detective Hatch, who had been 
employed in the case by the mother of Miss 
liunter. After their arrest last nigut they 
were driven out to the residence of Justice 
Brayton, on Vincennes avenue, where 
Hamilton P. Vuney, a guest at the 
Leland Hotel, signed two bonds in the 
sum of $500 each for their appearance before 
Justice Brown at 10 o’clock Monday morn- 
ing. The oung lady was very ele 
gantly atti and took her arrest very 
quietly, but Mr. Webber seemed to realize 
his position and looked very much concerned. 
After the signing of the bonds the entire 
party reéntered their carriage and drove 
away. 


DUEL TO THE DEATH. 


A Bloody Affray in the Wilds of Ne- 
vada. 

The Inyo Independent tells of a singular 
and bloody shooting affair which occurred 
recently between Gordon Ellis and Pat Shea, 
at Bennett’s ranch, Lincoln County, Nev. 
out towards Colorado. A short time before 
the fight Ellis sold some borax locations to 
the Coleman Borax Company, receiving $5,000 
therefor. On the day before his last he got 
into a dispute with a Mexican with whom he 
was gambling. He notiſied the Mexican that 
he would then and there shoot him, but only 


through the leg, as a warning what would 
happen if he (the Mexican) did not conduct 
himself in a proper manner. ‘Thereupon he 
did shoot the Mexican through the leg, and 
things went smoothly until the following 


day. 

Ellis then had some difficulty with Shea, 
with whom he was gambling, and told Shea 
that he meant to shoot him through the leg, 
as he had the Mexican the preceding day, if 
Shea did not mend his ways. Shea dared 
him to shoot an unarmed man, as he then 
was. Ellis blazed away at Shea’s leg, send- 
ing a ball through it below the knee. Shea 
began abusing Ellis, whereupon, after due 
notice, Ellis perforated Shea’s other leg. 
During the shooting some men present had 
started to their camp, a short distance away, 
to get heir Henry ritles, whether merely to 
protect their own legs or with a view of in- 
terfering in behalf of the wounded man, 
can only be surmised. While 122 with 
their rifles they met Ellis, and with drawn 
guus compelled him to go back. Coming up 
to where Shea was, the latter, applying a 
foul epithet to one of the men with the rifles, 
added: “You eowardly ————-——, you 
want to shoot an unarmed man, too, do 
you?” At this the man addressed replied: 
“If youthink I’m a coward, eome out here, 
you — — —,“ concluding his reniark by 
throwing his gun down on the ground near 
Shea and brandishing his fists. Shea, though 
with a pistol shot through each leg, advanced 
in a threatening manner toward the man, but 
got no further than the rifle, which he imme- 
diately snatched * 

Up to this point Ellis had remained sitting 
on his horse, apparently a disinterested 
spectator; but when he saw Shea pick up 
the gun he instantly slid off his horse on the 
side furthest from Shea. ‘Lhe latter then 
cried to Ellis: “ Now, if you want to shoot 
at my legs any more, step out from behind 
that horse and blaze away, you cowardly 
— — —.,” ete. Ellis held his position 
behind the horse. Shea told him that he did 
not want to shoot the horse, but that if he 
did not come out at once, and “come a 
shootin',“ he would drop the horse so that he 
could shoot the man. Ellis saw there was 
no help for it, and, dodging under his 
horse’s head, “canie a shootin’” sure 
enough, his first shot striking Shea 
(already twice wounded) in the groin 
and glancing upward. Shea, however, re- 
mained stand ‘long enough to fire two 
shots at Ellis, the first with trifli effect, 
but the second knocking him in death throes 
to the ground, Shea falling at the same in- 
stant. Recovering, Shea rose to a sitting 
posture and called to the men who had in 
the meantime rushed in to “Stand out of the 
way till I give the —— —— another shot.” 
The dying man, hearing the remark, whiis- 
pered, “Don’t let him shoot; I’ve got 
enough.” Shea was assured-there was no 
need of another shot, and lay down satisfied. 
Ellis almost immediately breathed his last. 
Deceased had $100 on his person, which was 
used to defray burial expenses. He also had 
$1,800 on deposit with Harris & Rhine, in In- 
dependence, Cal., which sum is now under 
claim of the public administrator. The In- 
dependent does not say whether Shea sur- 
vived or not.

END OF THE PEDESTRIAN CONTEST—A GOOD 
START BUT A POOR ENDING.

New York, Oct. 28.—Following is the total 
score of the walking-match: 
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SCENES IN THE EVENING—CRUELTY TO AN- 
IMALS. 

Shortly after 6 o’clock the pedestrians re- 
tired to their tents to prepare themselves for 
their night appearance. As the little troupe 
of four staggered into their houses it was 
too evident the strain upon them had been 
enormous. There was but one thing to 
cheer them—in afew -hours their struggle 
on the track would be over. 

The garden became enlivened at 7 o’clock. 
There were but faint hopes of getting a 
crowd to witness the dying struggle of the 
four pedestrians left of the nine confident 
men who began the long walk Monday 
morning. 

At 8 o’clock the men came on the track for 
the last time. A considerable crowd had 
then gathered in the garden, and me band 
struck up a lively air. 

FITZGERALD

in a white racing suit, with a blue silk cap 
and breechcloth. Herty stuck to his purple 
colors, and seemed better able to bear the 
torture of the last miles than the others.

It is a strange story 
that a man should. arise in Egypt 
who could rule the State and the 


only a short time ago. Ismail Sadyk was 
born a common fellah and resembled the 
meanest of his class. A dirty and swarthy 
Arab, he had the appearance of a cunning 
brute, but he was no common man. The 
Khedive had occasion to seek a manager for 
one of his estates, and he chose this Arab. 
From this position he arose to that of Mouf- 
fetich, or Minister of Finance, and, inaugu- 
rating that system of finance which has sent 
Ismail Pasha into banisament, he made it the 
curse of modern Egypt. His sudden and 
giddy elevation made the mah mad, and, 
while the Khedive was reputed a humane 
and noble Prince, this agentof his wrung the 
last parah from the fellaheen, and conceived 
financial schemes such as even Napoleon 
never dared to dream of. When MM. Jou- 
bert and Cave proposed their celebrated meas- 
ures for the redemption of Egyptian finances, 
Ismail Sadyk saw that he had attained the 
acme of his career, and, learning that the 
French Commissioners had his removal in 
view, he sought an audience with his master, 
and threatened that he would divulge revela- 
tions detrimental to the Khedive’s credit if 
he was not kept in his Cabinet. The Khe- 
dive was not so weak but that he could 
resent this insult. On the next day (Nov. 15, 
1876) he laid before his Privy Council the ac- 
cusation that Ismail Sadyk had accused the 
Khedive of selling Egypt to the Chris- 
tians, and. W placing himself in the 
attitude of “defender of Islam” in Egypt, 
had procured the organization of a plot 
against his Highness. The verdict of the 
counselors was high treason, and the Minis- 
ter was condemned to dismissal, exile, and 
imprisonment at Dongola. According'y the 
Mouffetich was arrested and placed on board 
a steamer which fotthwith left for Upper 
Egypt. Shortly after this the Governor of 
Dongola sent a proces verbal to the Khedive, 
formally announcing the natural death of 
the ex-Minister. But no one has ever be- 
lieved this story, and, though the system of 
extortion which he upheld has passed away 
and been succeeded by the wise financial ef- 
torts ot Tewfik, yet for six years the people 
have feared and trembled lest the oppressor 
should again appear, to terrorize the nation. 

It was Ismail’s manifest intention that 
Sadyk should suffer close confinement at 


through some fault of the Governor of that 
province the prisoner escaped, and that out 
of policy Ismail deemed it best that the story 
of his death should be made current. That 
was five years ago. and it is believed that the 
Mouffetich still lives. There are stories of a 
stranger Arab who tollowed Ismail Khedive 
when he went to Italy into exile, and who 
threatened to kill the deposed Viceroy un- 
less he would give him audience. Some sus- 
pected that this man was the lost Mouffetich ; 
but Ismail was close-mouthed, and nothing 
else has been told of the mysterious man. 
But now 4 revelation has come. Sadyk had 
three magnificent palaces and other 
boundless wealth, which he enjoyed with 
his thirty-six wives. Of these palaces that of 
Eliron was his favorit, and there was the 
home of his favorit wife. ‘This woman was 
a beautiful creature, whuse son bad married 
an adopted daughter of the Khedive, and 
who hada thousand other objects of ambi- 
tion, though she was of common caste. 
When Sultan Abdul-Hamid succeeded his 
brother Murad, Aug. 31, 1876, this woman 
put herself into the household of the new 
Sultan, who, desirous of pleasing Egypt, 
was disposed to be kind to the wife of an 
Keyptian Cabinet Minister. So vain and 
conceited was she that she early sought an 
occasion to do her husband’s lord a favor. 
The Princess Isla was just dead, and she had 
left one who had been her companion and 
adopted sister, a Jewess, Ginla by 
name. The Sultan—kindly cherishing 
all that his beloved Isla had fa 
vored with her affection—was glad when 
he was told that a lady of the aristocracy of 
Cairo proposed to be to Giula all that Isla 
had been. And, purchasing the royal favor 
by this grief of love, the wife of Sadyk re- 
turned home and Giula went with her as an 
adopted daughter. The Mouffetich loved 
the young lady, and Giula hada daughter’s 
regard for the man who made her the re 
ciplent of all that she desired, which could 
be purchased by his immense wealth. After 
a tine the young Jewess had been taken into 
the harem of Ismail Khedive, and later had 
become the wife of the lover of her youth, 
Arabi Pasha. ‘The young husband was soon 
ingratiated into Sadyk’s favor, and he was 
content to e the estate as son- ip-law to 
the Mouffetich. From him the soldier gained 
his antipathy for the Frank rule in Egypt 
and the idea of being a defender of the faith 
of Islam. ‘There may have been other rela- 
tions between them, but if there were such 
om were never public. ‘ 

‘The Mouffetich was “ lost,” and, if the 
Khedive’s article was to be believed, he had 
perished as a sacrifice to Frank interference, 
Giula’s hot temper was fired, and, full of the 
belief that foreign influence had murdered 
her nominal stepfather, anether object of re- 
venge touched her mind. Lmumediatety after 
the disappearance of Sadyk all of his prop- 
erty was sold at auction. The proceeds, 
which were very large, were handed to the 
Minister of Finance, whose duty it was to 
turn them over to the State Treasury.

He had his son with him in 
the cell, a pleasant and well-developed lad of 
23, who, when he was introduced te Frank 
James, and heard that great inan compliment 
him upon the close likeness he bore his 
father, glowed with honest pride, and gazed 
with evident affection upon author of his 
being. Mr. Coger was also worked up by the 
compliment, and rushed forward, se 
James by the hand, and in a voice trembling 
with emotion, cried: ‘** God bless you Frank!

A Great Finerty Demonstation in the 
Sixth Ward. 

Mr. John F. Finerty was last evening rrected 
at the hall at the corner of Brown and Twentieth 
streets by ane of the largest and must enthusias- 
tic nudjences that has assembled to bear bim 
spenk since the opeuing of the campaign. The 
hall, whichis a large one, was crowded by an 
audieuce numbering fully 1,500 persons, and 
throughout the entire proceedings the enthusi- 
agm was unbounded. Soon after 8 o’cipck the 
assemblage was called to order and Capt. John 
P. Coan was chosen to preside. After a neat 
speech, in the course of which the gentleman 
stated the object of the meeting, Mr. Neal was 
called upon for a speech, He spoke briefly urg- 
ing the young men of the district to sever all 
connection between themselves and me ma- 
chine,“ and vote as they saw fit. 

e next speaker was Mr. O'Mara, Secretary 
of ine meeting. He said that be had lived in the 
wac Ir years, durt which time be 
had neyer yoted at a primary, but when be saw 
alarge number of respectable citizens at the 
pols working “against what was commonly 
Khon as the machine, he concluded there 
was something wrong. and he waiked boidiy up 
and voted for Finerty. He bad no doubt they 
were attempting to disfrancbise Finerty, and he 
entered his feeble protest. Ik elected Mr. Fin- 
erty would not remain sneut in Congress, but his 
clarion voiee would be heard throughout the 
halls of lewvisiation, and his district would be 
ably and faithfully represented, No ruffianism 
would be perwitted ut the polis aay more than it 
would be at one of their meetings, and the 
speaker thought it would be as well to have that 
fact understood tirst as last. 

At tis time Mr. erty, accompanied by Mr.

However, 
fully 1.000 @arnest men braved the rain and 
listened to Mt. Finerty for at beast twenty min- 
utes. He thought that the meu who would face 
the elements as those men did were not to be 
turued away om the pauls at 1 @clock, as it 
was sald Mr. Finerty’s friends would be. 

Mr. Finerty then took the stand and made de- 
cidedly the most eloquent speech of the cam- 
paign, notwithstanding the fact that he was 
greatly fatigued from almost incessant speak- 
ing. In the course of his remarks he said his 
attention had been called to the fact that Mr.

To the memory of the author of the 
* Marseiliaise,” indeed, two statues have been 
erected this year—one,a month ago, at Lons- 
le Saunter, where be was born, one at Choisy- 
le-Roi, where be died. A curious literary dis- 
covery bas lately been made concerning one 
verse of the “ Marseiliaise."”” It is weil known 
that the verse nning, “Nous entrerons 
dans la carriére,” not by Rouget de Lisle. 
The entire verse is missing from the origival 
edition, published at Strasburg in May, 17%. it 
has been respectively attributed to André 
Chénier, Dubois, and others, but recent literary 
research has finally assigned it toacertain Abbé 
Pessonneaux Professor of Rhetoric at the Col- 
lege of Vienne. On the létb of July, 1792, the 
féte of the Fédération was celebrated in that 
town, where the Marseiliais, then marching on 
Paris, made a bait in order to join in the fes- 
tivity. It was upon this occassion that the Abbé 
is gad to have added the verse iu question, 
called the Stropbe des Enfants.“ The author 
and composer of certainiy the most wonderful 
song ever written to order, and perbaps the 
finest war-song ever written at all, lived to be 
old and negiected. His oid age was spent at 
Choisy-ie-Roi, ant onty rescuted from want by 
the mediation of bis friends . who ob- 
tained for him a pension of just £Wa year. To 
the last his conversation is deseribed as brill- 
jiant and dehgutful, while bis manners were

Burning of a Great Print-Mill 
at Fall River—A Total 
Loss. 0 


It Employed 500 Operatives, and 
Turned Out 13,000,000 
Yards a Year. 


Insurance $620,000, in Eastern

The Scene a Magnificent One for Es- 
thetic People—Other Destruc- 
tive Fires.

FALL Rrver, Mass., Oct. . — This evening 
fire was discovered in the picker-house of 
the Flint Mill. When first discovered flames 
were issuing from the belt-box on the main 
belt in the engine-room, the lower story of 
the picker-house. They spread with light- 
ning rapidity along the beit to the upper 
story, and in less time than it takes to de- 
scribe it were bursting forth in every story. 
The mill was a magnificent structure of 
granit, five stories high, built in 1972, and 
constructed and equipped at a cost 
ot over $800,000. The main building 
was 300 feet long by ninety-four feet wide. The 
picker house, which adjoined the centre of 
the east side of the mill, was also of granit 
and three-stories high, with engine and boiler 
house on the first floor. When the fire was 
first discovered what few employés were in 
the mill immediately made every effort to 
extinguish the flames, but without success. 
Most of the workmen had gone home nearly 
an hour before, and so the regular fire de- 
partment of the mill was not ayailable to 
handle the force-pumps and hydrants with 
which the mill was supplied. 

IN FIFTEEN MINUTES 

after the alarm was sounded, which was dl- 
rectly after the fire was discovered, the lower 
story of the main mill was burning fiercely 
and flames were issuing from the roof and 
from every floor of the mill on the side next 
the picker-house. The flames followed the 
main belt through every floor, caught on belts 
in every room, and flew along the floors— 
oily waste, lint, and cloth adding fuel to the 
flames. Fifteen minutes after the first alarm 
the second was sounded, immediately fol- 
lowed by a third, calling out the entire 
fire department, and extra horses were 
sent for reserve engines and hose- 
reels not in actual commission, and 
every piece of fire apparatus in the city put 
in service. Less than half an hour after the 
first alarm it became apparent that the mill 
was doomed. Directly opposit the burning 
mill was the Wampanoag Mill, another 
massive granit structure, separated from it 
by only 150 feet. A strong northeast wind 
blew a cloud of burning cinders straight 
against it, and the mill began to blacken 
with heat. It seemed at one time as if this 
mili was also doomed, and word was tel- 
egraphed to New Bedford, Taunton, and 
Newport for assistance. The firemen 
worked heroically, and deluged the sides 
of the mill with well-directed streams of 
water and saved the mill. Meanwhile the 
fire, raging‘ in the Flint, kept gaining head- 
way in spite of the efforts to check it, and 
soon the entire south end of the mill was 
burning. 

FLOORS BEGAN TO FALL AND WALLS FELL 

IN. 

Then the wind changed to the east, and the 
fire, which had been bursting in fitful jets 
from the north half, leaped from every win- 
dow, and the entire structure was in a blaze. 
The scene at this time was magnificent be- 
yond description. The wind carried a 
blazing cloud of sparks a distance 
of nearly a quarter of a mile. The 
flames were leaping full fifty feet 
in the air, and the entire mill 
was a seething furnace, against which 
streams of water were of no avail. Scores of 
streams were directed at the fire, but the 
water before reaching the burning timbers 


was caught by the flames and hurled back 
and went skywards in great clouds of steam. 
Although evident that no human efforts 
could save any part of the mill, the firemen 
continued to pour floods of water upon the 
fire, to hold the flames in check and prevent 
further spread. In this they were successful. 
THE WAMPANOAG MILL 
was saved, with only slight damage, as also 
were the tenement-houses, the nearest of 
which were less than 200 feet from the burn- 
ing mill. The heat was so intense that the 
walls of houses 1,000 feet away were heated 
and the paint blistered and craeked. Burn- 
ing masses of cinderstellon the roofs and 
the occupants of some twenty tenements in 
the vicinity began to move out furniture, but 
the firemen succeeded in saving every one of 
these. At8o’clock the north end of the mill 
fell in and granit blocks were hurled over 100 
feet. Theentire roof andevery floor had then 
fallen, and at 9 o’clock only fragments of the 
bare walls of the main building were stand- 
ing. The firemen were stillat work, and at 
10 o’clock it looked as if the fire would burn 
all night, 


THE TOTAL LOSS, 

including mill, machinery, and goods in pro- 
cess of manufacture, will be near $1,000,000, 
certainly not less that $800,000; insurance 
$620,000. All the insurance is in Eastern 
companies. The mill hada capital of $600,000, 
anda large amount of stock was held by men 
whocan ill afford to lose it. The total num- 
ber of stockholders is nearly 200, The mill 
employed 500 hands, had 50,000 spind les, and 
had an annual production of 13,000,000 yards 
of print-cloths. Its destruction will be a 
heavy blow to operatives and stockholders 
alike. The firemen were greatly annoyed by 
the lack of water. The city mains did not 
furnish water in sufficient quantities, and 
four engines were obliged to take water 
from a pond some distance from the mill.

SENATOR LOGAN. 


He Beturns Home with Improved 
Mealth After an Extensive Tour in 
the Southwest—The Result of an Ex- 
amination of the Military Posts, 
Senator Logan arrived in the city yester- 

day from Leavenworth, where he remained 

over to witness the army shooting-match. He 
was accompanied by Mrs. Logan, Gen. Sheri- 
dan, and two of the latter’s staff officers. 

Gen. Sherman traveled with the party from 

Leavenworth to Kansas City, where he parted 

company from them and went on his 

way to St. Louis. The train, which 
should have arrived at 2:15, did not reach 
the city until about 4, and Gen. and Mrs. 

Logan at once went to the Leland, where 

thev received a number of callers up to the 

time it was necessary for the Senator to g 

to the Central Music-Hall in the evening. 

Gen. Logan is looking considerably better 

than he did before he went West to seek 

rest and strength, although, as he subse- 
quently st to a ‘TRIBUNE reporter, 
he has not entirely recovered from his 
ailment. and is compelled to take 
pretty good case of himseif.- With the rush 
of callers and the limited time at his dis- 
tor each the interview was necessarily 
rief, and the General promised to supple- 
ment it with another when he should have 
more leisure. 
How have your trip and your rest influ- 
enced your health, General?“ inquired the 


reporter. 

“My health has very much improved,” was 
the reply. 1 have received considerable 
benefit from my trip in the Southwest, but 
have not fully recovered from the ailment in 
my back, and I occasionally suffer somewhat 

rom it now.“ 

How have you put in your time while you 
were away ?” 

“Almost altogether in traveling. I have 
scarcely been four days ata time in any one 
place. I made my headquarters at Santa Fé, 
and started from there early in October for 
Arizona. From there I went to Sonora ana 
then to the Gulf of Lower California. On 
my return from there | visited most of the 
military posts in Arizona and all but two of 
those in New Mexico. My general intention 
was to cut loose from business, politics, and 
everything else that ope leaves behina when 
one goes away for the sole purpose 
of a rest, and to endeavor to 
regain my health. While 1 was 


much as | could With regard to military mat- 
ters in the West with the idea that it would 
be useful to me in conneetion with the Sen- 
ate Committee on Military Affairs, of which 
lam Chairman.” 

Inu what condition did you find the mili- 
tary posts out West?“ 

“Generally in very fair condition.” 

“Will you make any recommendations in 
relation to them when Congress réassem- 
bles ?”’ h 

There are several directions in which I 
think we can improve upon our present 
methods, but which I have not time to detail 
now. In a general way, I think the number 
of posts should be decreased and that some 
of m should be enlarged, the object being 
to concentrate more troops at a few of the 
more advantageous points. The result, I 
believe, will be beneticial to thg force in se- 
curing better discipline and a mBre econom- 
ical administration of the department.” 

“ Have you kept posted on political events 
in Lilinois or elsewhere?“ 

No. sir. When 1 went away I requested 
my friends not to write about polities at all. 
and they haven't. I wanted to be entirely 
free ffom any anxiety in relation to that sub- 
ject. Of course I have occasionally come 
across a newspaper—g«enerally a couple of 
weeks old —and in that way have obtained a 
sort of general idea of what is gomg on.” 

“You have seen that the prolibition ques- 
tion has been toreed to the front?“ 

IT noticed it has been agitating the public 
somewhat, but I have not foliowed it up, and 
have endeavored, as I said, to pass aloof 
from polities and devote myself to regaining 
my health.“ 

“How long will you remain if Chicago?” 

“Until ashort time after the November 
election, when I expect to go to Washington 
to attend a meeting of my committee, which 
is to be held next month.” 

“Will you take an active part in the Lili- 
nois campaign?” . 

„No, I do not feel able to do so, I under- 
stand 1 am to preside at a soldiers’ meeting 
tonight, and I may make two speeches next 
week; but I don’t think my health will per- 
mit me to do anything more than that.” 

„Will you be present during the next ses- 
sion of Legislature ?” 

„No, sir. I shall be in Washington at that 
time in attendance upon the session of Con- 
gress.’

A QUEER SUICIDE. 


Trying It on the Dog First—Eva Wehrie 
Stabs Herself and Thea Dies by Hang- 


1 Ouse Gazette, Oct. 25, 

The story of the Roman Emperor who, 
when it became necessary that he commit 
suicide, first ordered several of his slaves to 
kill themselves before his eyes, either that he 
might “screw his courage to the sticking 
point” or see what an easy thing it was to 
leave this world of sorrow, was yesterday 
emuiated by an old German woman, who, 
previous to hanging herself, hung her pet 
poodie dog ostensibly to learn by experience 
that manner of death. About 10 o’clock yes- 
terday morning Mrs. Josephine Keiffer, of 
Covington, called to see her old friend, 
Mrs. Eva Wehrle, who has rooms at 
No. 584 Elm street. She knocked at her 
door, but receiving no answer, went to an- 
other inmate of the building, Mrs. Amelia 
Wiese, with whom she was acquainted, and 
waited about half an hour. Finally becom- 
ing. impatient, her friend went to her neigh- 
bor’s door and looked in. She started back 
with acry of horror, calling out that Mrs. 
Wehrle had hung herself. Police-Officer 
Mauthe, who lives across the street, was im- 


mediately summoned, and he found the 
body cold, showing that she had been dead 
for some time. Soon after Coroner Rendigs 
arrived, and in cutting the body down he 
noticed that the front of the dress was 
all stained with blood. Ille made an 
examination and found a deep wound in her 
breast, which in itself would probably have 
proved fatal. A search was made for 
instrument with which she had stabbed her- 
seit, but it was not visible in the room where 
the body was hanging. Golng down-stairs 
to the bedroom, a large butcher-knife was 
found, the blade smeared with blood. By 
the marks on the bed it was evident that she 
had first lain down and stabbed herself, but 
becoming impatient that she did not die im- 
mediately, had arisen, going to the 
room overhead, hung herself. One of the 
strangest features of the case Is that before 
making away with herself she hung her pet 
dog, her sole companion in house, with 
aslight cord to one of the rafters in the 
attic, presumably to see by personal 
observation what manner of death 
it was. dog was one of 
white Spitz variety, and the childless 
ola woman cherished it with almost parental 
solicitude. It was her only companion since 
the death of her husband, and it may be that 
when she had resolved on suicide, thinking 
that there would be no one left to take care 
of her pet, and filled with anxiety for its wel- 
fare, she took .him out. of the world at the 
same time as herself. Her body was re- 
moved to Habig’s. An inquest will be held 
this afternoon. 

About six months ago Charles Wehrle, the 
husband of the dead woman, a dealer in 
woolen goods on Vine street, between Green 
and Elder, dropped dead on the pavement 
outside his store from heart disease. In a 
few days he was intending starting on a visit 
to Germany with the excursion arranged by 
the German Pioneers, ot which association he 
was a member. He left his wife $4,000 in in- 
surance policies. Since that time she has 
lived alone, and in the settlement of her hus- 
band’s business has experienced a great 
many troubles, which are thought to have 
driven her to her death. She has evidently 
been premeditating the deed for some time, 
as last Sunday she called upon her sister, 
who lives in Mt. Auburn, and bade her good- 
by, saying that she was 2 to die 
shortly, at the same time ask nher to take 
charge of her effects.

A. Hubbell, (hau man Republican Congressional 
Commitiee—Sirk: Knowing that no great good is 
ever accomplished without money, | send you 
this smull sum to aid, like the drops of water in 
the ocean, to increase the larger sums sent you 
by more wealthy contrivutors. In sending you 
this mite, consecrated by wy earnest prayers, I 
beg you to understand it is not in answer to any 
“circular letter.“ My sense of duty has not 
been quickeved either by such a reminder or by 
tne humbie position of subordinate in a depart- 
ment of the Government. I have, earlier in the 
cumpaign season, sent out of my daily earnings 
such sum as I could afford to vontrioute, select- 
ing my own method, and the fleid in which it 
was both needed and deserved, 

I have looked with a sense of agony on the 
apathetic action of the wise, brave men who 
have constituted the Old Guard.”

Slight Encrease in East-Bound Freight 
Shipments~—Indications that East- 
Bound Freight Mates Will Seen Be 
Advanced, 

The condition of east-bound freight busi- 
ness has not changed materially during the 
past week. There was aslight increase in 
shipments, which, however, does not signify 
asteady improvement, but is simply one of 
those finctuations which always take place 
atthe end of the month, when settlements 
in the East must be made. No considerable 
increase in east-bound business is antici- 
pated until after the close of navigation, and 
even then shipments will not increase mate- 
rially until the markets go down in the West 
or up in the East. Yet, in spite of the light 
business, the-earnings of the Eastern 
roads show up quite well. This is due 
to the good rates which they are able 
to maintain. It is quite. certain 
that before the end of the mouth another ad- 
vanee in east-bound freight rates will be 
made. The Eastern magnates mean to make 
up in high rates what they lose on account 
of the small business they are carrying. The 
hopes that the competition of the Nickel- 
Plate would tend to keep down rates dur- 
ing this winter have been blasted by the sale 
of the road to Vanderbilt. Although Vander- 
bilt and his people deny that they are the 
real purchasers, yet there is no doubt ex-

How and Why George Hafer Was Ku- 
pelied from a Board of Directors.

CrxctnnATt, O., Oct. 38.—The Directory at 
the Cincinnati Northern Railway today ex- 
punged from their minutes the record of the 
election of George Hafer as a member of the 
board. The election was held on Thursday, 
and was to fill the vacancy made by the res- 
ignation of Morris White.

4 Sinks. 


The Catastrophe Occurs About 
Three Miles Off Oak Creek, 
Wisconsin, 


Three People, All Who Were on Board 
the Il-Fated Craft, Instant- 
ly Killed. 


Bvectal Dispatch o The Mica Tribune. 

Racine, Wis., Oct. B.— This morning, at 
7:15, off Oak Creek, the tug Wetzel, of this 
port, was blown up. That tug, together with 
the tug Sill, left this port about 6 o’clock 
afteratow. When they arrived opposit and 
about three miles off Oak Creek they were 
running very close to each other, and doing 
their best to get ahead of each other. A 
TRIBUNE representative sought out Capt. 
Clinton Putman, of the tug Sill, and gained 

THE FOLLOWING ACCOUNT: 

“We were running down the lake off Oak 
Creek, having left here about 6 o’clock. We 
were under good headway, and the Sill was 
about two feet from the Wetzel. I noticed 
the fireman tell the engineer something. and 
then he ran to Frank Lovell, who was at the 
wheel. Then he rau back and put his head 
into the window as if to try the water. The 
fireman had gone down to the furnace and 
was putting in coal, for we could see the 
black smoke coming out of the stack. The 
engineer then went to his engine-room, and 
as he entered we could see his hand already 
shaped as if to take hold of the wate-valve. 
Then, in an instant, 

THERE WAS A LOUD EXPLOSION, 
and we were fairly lifted from the water and 
covered with dirt and cinders from the Wet- 
zel. A large piece of timber struck the Jill’s 
fireman, Dinnie Hanley, and injured him 
considerably. We were all as black as coal 


from head to foot. The glass in the plilot- 


house was broken, and something heavy 
went through the aft hatch. We were cov- 
ered with débris from stem to stern. Part of 
the entrails of one of the Wetzei’s crew were 
thrown on our deck. The names of 
these on the Wetzel are Frank F. 
Lovell, owner and master; Bin Kelley, en- 
gineer, lately engaged; and Thomas White. 
We cruised around there for over an hour 
and a half, but 
COULD FIND NO TRACE 

of either of the crew. Lovell’s overcoat, 
blanket, account-book, license, and enroll- 
ment papers were found. The bull sunk as 
soon as the explosion occurred, in about 
seven fathoms ot water.“ 

Kelley is reported as having burnt the boil- 
ers of the tugs Satisfaction and Protection, in 
Chicago, and was not a man with 
whom an engine should de trust 
ed, The tug Wetzel was built in 
1870 at Buflalo, and was rebuilt in 
1880, She rated A 2 and her tonnage was 
. B. Her insurance valuation was $5,000, 
though she was not insured. Her boilers 
were inspected last spring and pronounced 
allright. It is the general opinion that Kel- 
ley was 

RUNNING WITH TOO LITTLE WATER, 
and, finding this out, introduced cold water 
into the boiler, which caused the explosion, 
The schooner Eveline, bound for Chicago, 
was the craft the tugs sighted, and was with- 
in halt a mile of the tugs when the explosion 
occurred, Capt. F. F. Lovell, owner and 
commander of the unfortunate boat, and 
who lost his life by the explosion, was one 
of the most experienced and bravest tug-men 
on the lakes, and was known and liked at 
every port. Here in Racine he had hun- 
dreds of friends who respected and loved 
him, and the news of his death in such a ter- 
rible manner 


CAUSES UNIVERSAL SORROW ON EVERY 
HAND. 
Frank was born June 22, 1851, in Beloit, Wis., 
and in 1857 came te this city with his parents. 
hie was educated in me public schools. At the 
age of 16 years he commeneed his life as 
a tugman in Chicago, acting as fireman. He 
was quick to learn and was soon promoted to 
the position of engineer, and then Captain, 
and then fer many years ran tugs about the 
Chicago Kiver. e was a member of the 
Knights of Honor and Royal Arcanum. 
During his experience as Captain at this 
port he has gone out into the lake in storms 
and towed vessels Into port safely when 
others dared not go out, and hundreds of 
people have watched his tug from the 
shore when she was buried in the 
waves. He leaves a mother, four 
brothers—William, Charles, Frederick, and 
Sidney—and two sisters—Miss Julia Lovell, 
who ts now in Michigan visiting Mra. Will- 
jam Griffiith—who have the hearttelt sym- 
pathy of wer one. All day long erowds of 
people have thronged the docks and streets 
discussing the sad affair, and expressions of 
sorrow are heard on every side. 
THE NEWS AT MILWAUKEE. 
Svecial Dirpatch to The Chicago Tribup-. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 28.—The first news 
of the blowing up of the tug Wetzel, of Ra- 
cine, off Oak Creek at 70’clock this morning, 
and the terrible fate of her crew, reached 
this port about 7:30 a. m. by a telephone 
message from Oak Creek to the Milwaukee 
‘lugboat Company. It was believed by some 
that the report was not creditable, and the 
news spread very fast. Later messages., how- 
ever, confirmed it, and it was the general 
talk in marine cireles during the entire day. 
While all regretted the terrible catas- 
trophe, yet the opinion was expressed by 
many that it was a wonder that it 
had not occurred long before. The Wetzel 
and Sill have been running opposition for 
years, and have oftentimes had serious col- 
lisions. Last season they collided in mid- 
lake, and both came near .sinking. The 


. crews of both tugs have watched each other 


very closely, and if one attempted to leave 
the harbor by the side of a steamer or pro- 
peller at any hour of the night, or be hauled 
along the dock without lights, she would in 
nine cases out of ten be discovered, and the

su 
SO BITTER WAS THE RIVALRY 

iat on several occasions the owners and 
crews of both boats have had personal en- 
counters on the Racine docks, many of which 
resulted seriously. Last season Capt. Lovell 
Was arrested for striking Mr. Gilligan, one 
of the owners of the Sill, with an ax. No 
tugs went from this port to the scene of the 
disaster, as it was thought unnecessary. 
Boiler Lnspector Reed was interviewed this 
afternoon regarding the boilers of both boats. 
Ile stated that he inspected the boiler of*the 
Wetzel at this port on the 15th of March 
last and found it in first-class condition, 
it having been overhauled in the spring of 
1880. She stood 185 pounds hydrostratic 
pressure and was allowed ninety pounds of 
steam. The Sill was inspected in September 
and allowed ninety pounds, though previous- 
ly she was allowed 100. The two boats have 
often followed each other for forty miles 
down the lake in search of tows, and On sev- 
eral occasions would get hot, require a 
streain of water to be played on their boilers. 
Both boats had Government valves, but 
were ulidoubtedly carrying more steam than 
their certificates will allow them. 

THE CAUSE OF THE EXPLOSION, 

it is believed, was low water and high steam. 
Insvectors Reed and Fitzgerald will next 
week commence an investigation of the cause 
of the disaster, but itis doubtful whether 
the exact facts in the case will ever be learned, 
as not one of the crew of the ill-fated tug re- 
mains to tell the tale. There is no law against 
ractng, but if one was passed it would be the 
uieans of saving life and property. Last 
season a Steamer blew up on Lake Erie 
and several lives were lost. Capt. Lovell 
Was managing owner of the Wetzel. having 
purchased one-third of her in 1873 fur $2,500, 
and in 1877, with others, purchased the ether 
two-thirds interest for $4,000.

PATTI AT CRAIG-AR-NOS. 


The Life She Leads at this Home in a 
Welsh Solitude, 
London World. 

Few more striking contrasts cru de im- 
agined than Mme. Patti, the centre and at- 
traction of one of the most brilliant gather- 
ings in London, and Mme. Patti in her Welsh 
solitude. Around her, in the great city, vast 
crowds, the lustre of rank and beauty; in 
Wales, lofty and bleak hills, silence most in- 
tense, save that voice given forth by nature 
in the murmuring of deep bine woods and 
the babbling ofa mountainstream. You are 
as far from the roar of Fleet street as if you 
were on the American prairies; but instead 
ofa wild and treeless waste, nature has rev- 
eled, when man was not, in throwing up a 
weird and gigantic chain of mountains, un- 
der the shadow of which nestles Craig- 
ar-Nos. Craig-ar-Nos means the Rock 
of the Night; and well does the 
huge mountain deserve the name when 
the sun has sunk behind it and the 
gloom of evening settled heavily down. 
From the broken and precipitous heights 
you can see, far as the horizon-line, wild 
tracts on each hand, with few of the old 
whitewashed farms; and the sense of isola- 
tion becomes extreme when you are tald that 
you are more than 250 miles away from the 
scene of Mme. Patti’s triumphs, and a weary 
day’s travel from anyof the busy communi- 
ties of Wales. The nearest town of any 
note is Neath, on the Great Western line 
from Paddington to Milford. 

In the midst of all this sterility and this 
solitude the Queen of Song has made a beau- 
tiful retreat. it must have been an attractive 
place before her residence, as umbrageous 
old trees and deep woods are to be found 
there. But one part is modern; the trees are 
fresh from the nursery, the shrubs stul bear 
the latiniwed nomenclature which nursery- 
men light to send forth on 
bits 0 archment to the world. 
Looked at from the modern side the 
Welsh castie is strongly reminiscent of the 
“retirements”? where t rs hie away when 
the sugar-cask and the yardstick are re- 
signed and the stored plums of successful 
business are to beeaten. There is a newness 
about it; sufficient time has not elapsed for 
the trees to recover from transplanti and 
for the slim lilacs and laburnums to bloom. 

The humature growth at first suggests 
that within a corresponding freshness will 
be seen—new paint and esthetie wall-pa 
French polish, veneer, and bric-a-brac from 
Wardour street. But the other side redeems 
it. A vision of terraced lands after the old 
Elizabethan and Queen Anne’s manner and 
time meets the eye; lofty trees rear their 
heads; vineries and conservatories abound. 
Within the spacious grounds an orpa- 
mental sheet of water appears to be 
in process of fashioning—so a stranger 
would think. Gossips, who know 
better, say that this is one of the little lady’s 
troubles. The Welsh streams, like the 
Welsh people, are impulsive, rise on occa- 
sions from quiet meanderings to erratic dem- 
oustration, and a good round sum has to be 
expended in keeping this particular river 
within its bounds. The city artist and the 
upholsterer have been taxed to adorn the 
castle in Wales. The one railway which 
glistens afar oll on the mountain-top has had 
its prospects improved by the multitade of 
boxes and parcels consigned, and all that re- 
fined and artistic taste could suggest and 
money accomplish has been done to make 
the mountain castle in its rugged solitude a 
bijou. Itis a casket, velvet padded for its 
gem. You must enter one of the lone Welsh 
farins to see the contrast; and there note ele- 
gance and the “witcherie” of music and 
song exchanged for primitive simplicity, 
hams and sides of bacon for pictorial decora- 
tion, and the lime-brush the only reminder of 
the painter’s art. But wonderful is the power 
of emulation. In the nearest farm-house to 
the castle some attempt at adornment is 
shown, and a conservatory has actually made 
its appearance on the sunniest side. It looks 
strangely out of place, and as remarkable as 
meeting with an exotic on the same bank as 
the wild thyme, 

Mine. Patti is to be met with in the pleas- 
ant lanes every day when at home.” Lit- 
tle children flush with pleasure when they 
speak of her. She is their friend, and fondles 
the red-tinted cheeks, and gives them sou- 
venirs.

And in response, 
after making them happy with creature com- 
forts, she trilled forth Home, Sweet Home.“ 
The collier pilgrims went away with tears in 
their eyes and a huskinessin their throats— 
every youth in love with her. 

She has quite a little retinue of servants 
inside and outside the castle. 8 -tive, all 
told, minister to her comforts within, or 
carry on the necessary 8 the decorative im- 
provements without, » the domestic serv- 
‘ants she is no abstract ower, but a gentile 
mistress, and many a time the trill of 
her glorious voice is heard by them.

Other Operations. 

Builders have enjoyed another week of 
beautiful weather, and as usual there is 
evidence in every quarter that they have 
been making the best of it. ‘Another week 
or two of such weather will see most of them 
out of the woods, and will assist largely in 
adding to the aggregate number of buildings 
tinished during the year. 

None of the granit intended for the outer 
wails of the new Board of Trade Building 
which was expected here about the middle 
of last week arrived, avd consequently 
nothing toward commencing work in "that 
direction was done. The bricklayers were 
busy on the inner walls, however, and the 
heaviest ones were got some distance above 
the foundation. It is believed that several 
car-loads of granit will be here early in the 
week, and as soon as it comes the work of 
laying.it will be begun. The types last Sun- 
day caused the stateinent that the use of 
enamel! brick for the outside of the rear wall 
of the building would cost $100,000. This 
was incorrect. Itshould have been $10,000, 
as only 100,000 brick at $100 per 1,000 will be 
necessary for the work. 

The North Chicago Railway Company has 
broken ground for a new barn on Dewey 
court, near Clark street, which will be used 
for stabling the limits“ horses. The struct- 
ure will be triangular, 200x50x100 feet, and 
will accommodate about 176 horses. It will 
be of brick and one storyin hight. The 
company has — finished a barn on LIII 
avenue, near Sheffield avenue, 100x125 feet, 
and one story in hight, whieh will accom- 
modate 120 horses. 

The building at the corner of Fifteenth 
and State streets being erected by D. B. Ship- 
man & Co., white-lead manufacturers, has 
reached the top of the second story. A large 
force of workmen is engaged in endeavoring 
to get the structure under cover before severe 
weather comes. 

The Farwell Building has reached its 
greatest hight, and this week the coofers will 
be put to work. Work on the other struct- 
ures north of it is progressing favorably. 

The flats at the corner of Erie street and 
Dearborn avenue are growing rapidly. They 
wiil present as fine an exterior appearance 
as any in the city. 

Work on the extension of the Illinois Cen- 
tral Road to South Chicago has progr 
better than was anticipated, and it 
is now thought likely that an excur- 
sion train will + run over the branch 
to Cheltenham Beach, the new sunm- 
mer-resort, within a week or ten days. 
Grading for the road 18 finished as far as 
Seventy-ninth street, and rails are now being 
laid on Railroad avenue. As soon as the 
track is finished depots will be erected cen- 
trally in Westfall's Subdivision and at Sev- 
enty-ninth street. 

The South Shore Improvement Company is 
now grading and ditching Cole avenue, and 
expect to make a fine thoroughfare of it. 
It has been arranged to have the Hyde Park 
Water-Works supply the new resort with 
water, and for that purpose ample mains will 
be laid along Railroad avenue to South Chi- 
cago. The Secretary of the company reports 
that several parties have taken from fifty to 
100 shares of stock, with five to fifteen half- 
acre lots as investments in the new suburb. 


MISCELLANEOUS NOTES. 
The Growth of Values. : 

Although the increase in the value of real 
estate in this city has been almost phenome- 
nal, it is nevertheless true that the prices at 
which property is now held are much lower 
than in any other city of considerable size in 
the country. However, if holdérs remain as 
rm“ as at present and buyers continue as 
anxious to make investments as during the 
past three years, there is no doubt that prices 
will reach an altitude highly satisfactory to 
the most exacting “bull.” The tollowing 
sample of the e with which prices 
have advanced wil be of § interest 
in this connection: Fifty feet west front on 
Fifth avenue, 100 feet south of Adams street, 
was bought and owned for several vears by 
Mr. Otto, the jeweler, for less than 3150 per 
foot. He offered the property, four yeas ago, 
to Mr. Dreyer for $11,000, and that gentleman 
thought it too high.

Boston, Oct. 27.—It is still a little early for 
the opening ot the Boston season, dut alreacy 
there are signs of awakening activity, and 
plans forthe winter are already taking shape. 

DR. CARPENTER. 

The coming of Dr, William B. Carpenter, 
the English scientist, started things in the 
literary-social circle—Mrs. Kate Gannett 
Wells giving the first reception of the season 
in his honor. A hundred and a half notables 
were brought together in her parlors, 
among them George Cable, author of 
“Old Creole Days” and “The Gran- 
dissimes.”’ Dr. Carventer, who is 
here to leeture under the auspices 
of the Lowell Institute, is a genial, elderly 
gentleman, who shows both more knowledge 
and interest anent American affairs than is 
common with his countrymen. His wife 
astonishes one by her knowledge of Boston, 
and indeed by her knowledge of everything. 

SEYMORE HAYDEN. 

She tells of Seymore Hayden, who stands 
at the head of British wielders of the etching- 
needle; that he was once offered £500 for an 
etching of a Scottish scene which could have 
been finished in a couple of days.

Washington letter: In the marriage li- 
censes in Tuesday’s Critic were the names

MARINE NEWS. | 


An Active Demand for Vessel-Room, 
but Not Enough Carriers to 
Meet the Wants of 
Shippers. 


There was a very active demand yesterday 
from grain shippers for vessel- room, especially 
to Buffalo. The supply of vessels on the mar- 
ket seeking engagement was limited, far less, 
indeed, than wanted by shippers. Several of the 
vessels chartered are not yet unloaded, and will 
not be available before Tuesday. No room was 
taken for wheat, the engagements being for 
corn and tlaxseed. Carrying rates were very 
firm, and ranged at 3@3\4@3% cents a busbeil on 
corn and 3% cents on flaxseed to Lake Erie 
ports. The rate ou corn to Collingwood is 2% 
cents, with a tendency toward higher figures. 
Shippers are getting rather anxious to sbip, as 
only about three weeks pow remain be- 
fore marine-insurance expires, which is 
a virtual closing of navigation #0 
far as the grain-carrying business is 
concerned. Vessel-owners, on the contrary, are 
indifferent about chartering their crafts unless 
they can get freight rates that will justify them 
in risking their vesseis for a trip down so near 
the close of the season and the consequent 
dangers of navigation at this time of the year.

Studio and Gallery Notes. 

Mr. George Gay has returned frém his 
Eastern trip with enough spirited sketches 
of fea and shore to show that he made good 
use of his time. A number were obtained 
at North Adams, Mass., and others at Port- 
land Me., but wherever they came from a 
mass Of gray old rocks, with the surf beat- 
ing over them, or distant woods gorgeous 
and splendid in their autumnal foliage, they 
only serve to remind us that attractive as 
Chicago may be to people in general, it is 
fiat, stale, and unprofitable in an artist’s 
eyes. There are no mountains, or pictur- 
esque inoss-covered rocks, or delightful little 
inlets from the sea with the waves sutging 
on the sandy shore, and the early frosts 
which should turn our maples, ana beeches, 
and oaks into a blaze of scarlet, crimson, and 
golden glory only sears them until they fall 
withered, brown, and unlovely from the 
trees. But such as it is our artists have 
made the most of it, and occasionally a pict- 
ure painted in the suburbs, or a sketeh made 
at Lake View, on a sandy knoll witha clump 
of trees and a glimpse of blue water with a 
sail in the distance, is not wauting in inter- 
est, and many of our younger artists fre- 


quently succeed in painting a good picture 
from this near-at-hand material, 


George E. Colby’s latest work is to, be seen 
this week at Thurber’s. It is called An 
Autumn Sunset,” and represents a forest 
view (of the kind which Mr. Colby is making 
rather too familiar through frequent repeti- 
tion with only slight changes), with masses 
of golden clouds in the background, their 
yeliow light reflected among the trees. This 
picture is not to be ranked among Mr. 
Colby’s pronounced successes. In gen- 
eral subject it too closely resembles 
some others that have very lately 
preceded it, and in treatment it falls consider- 
ably short of Mr. Colby’s average work.

The Inter-Seminary Association Con- 
ciudes Its Labors— The Work Among 
the Freedmen and in South America. 
The Inter-Seminary Missionary Convention 

began its third day’s session in Farwell Hall 

at 9 o’clock yesterday morning. The at- 
tendance was smaller than on any previous 

day. After devotional exercises Mr. B. D. 

Gray, of the South Baptist Seminary, read a 

paper on “How Shall the Best Talent of 

Our Colleges and Theological Seminaries Be 

Secured for Missionary Work?” His an- 

swer to this query was that students should 

be impressed with the great truths of the 

Bible and the teachings of Scripture in 

regard to the instruction of the heathen. By 

interesting them in subject of missions 
the best qualified and most enthusiastic stu- 
dents would come to the front. The work 
was in the hands of God, and He would make 
their duty plain. Several delegates partici- 
pated in the discussion of this paper, but the 
remarks were of a general character. 

Mr. N. W. Clark, of Drew Seminary, read 

a paper on The Urgency for Immediate 
WORK AMONG THE FREEDMEN,” 

The negro was waking up froin his slumbers, 
and longing for the rr freedom with- 
out which liberty was buta name. He must 
be educated, for an ignorant voter was a 
danger to the Republic. In South Carolina 
58 per cent of the people over 10 years of age 
could neither read nor write. Llliteracy was 
rampant among the colored people, and 
crimes of violence were in proportion to 
ignorance. The South was impoverished, 
and its school system utterly inadequate to 
its needs. Many of the colored preachers in 
the South were not only grossiy ignorant, 
but very immoral. Many drank, and super- 
stition was widespread, even among the col- 
ored preachers. Ihe same ignorance, perhaps 
in a less degree, prevailed amoung the 
colored school-teachers, many of whom could 
not calculate the value of a bale of cotton or 
tell who was Governor of their own State. 
Manual and training schools were among the 
pressing needs of the South, for the old race 
of colored mechanics was dying out, and 
few young men were learning trades. Above 
all, money was needed forthe establishment 
of schools and institutes. Congress did 
nothing for the freedmen. but found plenty 
of time to pass river and harbor bills. In 
the absence of Governmental provision for 
education, the friendsof the colored race 
could only look to the church of God for 
help. The peor negroes of the South needed 
missionaries more than any other ple. 

A general discussion followed, several 
delegates following in the same line as was 
taken by Mr. Clark. It was argued that pol- 
icy, patriotism, and Christian duty all de- 
manded that the work of educating the negro 
should be energetically pushed. A colored 
delegate made a plea for bis and said 
that the great want was a body of. consecrat- 
ed young men of their own people who would 
go down South and carry the truths of the 
Gospel. Mr. Coyle, of Lane Seminary, 
warned the convention that Rome had en- 
tered upon the field of labor in the South, 
and was making headway with the negroes. 
A Southern delegate claimed that the whites 
of his section were the best friends of the 
negro, and that their sympathies could

The Wife Gets a Divorce and $7,500 
Alimony. 

Among the divorce cases heard yesterday 
by Judge Tuley was that of Ella E. C. Shel- 
don against George W. Sheldon. The de- 
fendant was defaulted for want of an an- 
swer, but was represented on the hearing by 
an attorney, George Brandt. Mrs. Sheldon 
was represented by Judge Wallace. The 
present bill was filed a week ago, but some 
mouths before that she had filed a petition 
for separate maintenance, which she recent- 
ly dismissed. The charges she made were 
desertion and adultery. 

The first wit®ess called gave his name as 
Louis K. Johnson, of 213 Washington street, 
who testitied he had accompanied Sheidon 
to a house of ill-fame on State street, and 
Sheldon retired with a girl named Maggie. 
He had also been with Sheldon to the 
Buckingham,“ but would not have done 
so had he known he would have been sum- 
moned as a witness. Johnson's tesiimony 
was corroborated by “Dan Martin,” another 
associate of Sheldon when on a lark. 

Mrs. Sheldon, the complainant, testified 
that she lived at No. 125 Dearborn avenue. 
She was married to George W. Sheldon 
March 7, 1871, and lived with him until Jan- 
uary last, when he left her. For years past 
he nad been in the habit of abusing her and 
neglecting her. Since I878 he had been in 
the habit of staying out late nights and 
even staying away from home for weeks 
at a time without telling her any- 
thing of his whereabouts, When at home 
he would not speak to her for a month 
at a time, making his communications 
by writing. When he left her ne made no 
provision for her support, though he had 
since paid bills she had contracted for nee- 
essaries. She also complained that he had 
spoken inan ungentlemanly manner of her 
to acquaintances because she would not 
agree to aseparation years ago. Her hus- 
band’s income was about $10,000 a year,- as 
custom-house broker, and he owned some 
real estate, but she was ignorant of its value. 

The Judge asked her how much she needed 
for her support, and she fixed the amount at 


8150 a month.

The Judge said he would 
don a divorce, and order her husband to pay 
er $150 a month, and if she chose to sign it 
away it would be her own fault. 

Judge Wallace said a deeree had been pre- 
pared by the parties providing for the pay- 
ment of $7,500 alimony in one sum, in full of 
all claims. 

The Judge inquired of Mrs. Sheldon if this 
would be satisfactory, and her emphatic re- 
ply was, “ Yes, l want to have done with him 
altogether.” 

A decree was accordingly entered for a di- 
voree on the ground of adultery, and for the 
payment of $7,500 as alimony. The defend- 
ant’s attorney immediately handed over a 
check for the amount.

A STORY OF ALGIERS. 


Translated from the French of Al- 
phonse Daudet. 


One eyening, in Algiers, towards the close 
of a day of hunting, a violent tempest over- 
took me in the plain of the Sheiif, a few 
leagues from Orleansville. Not the shadow 
ot à town or caravansary In sight; nothing 
but dwarf palms, patches of lentisks, great 
plowed fields stretching as far as the hori- 
on.

But the surroundmgs seemed 
to me very melancholy, and as though under 
the weight of some sorrow which had sus- 
pended all lite there. In the fields round 
about, the harvest was fast going to destruc- 
tion. ‘The wheat. the bariey, everywhere else 
already garnered, were here still ly in the 
fields rotting. ‘The rusty harrows and plows 
were out-doors, forgotten, in the rain. The 
whole tribe had this same air of dilapidated 
sadness and indifference. The dogs scarcely 
barked at dur abproach. From time to time 
the wailing of infants ‘might be heard in the 
depths of a “gourbi,’”’ and we saw the shaved 
head of some boy or the ragged hack“ of 
some old man passing through the thickets. 
Here and there were small mules shivering 
under the bushes. But not a horse, not a 
young man—as though it were still in the 
period of the great wars, and all the cavaliers 
gone months aud months. 

The mansion of the aga,akind of long 
farm-house, with white walls and no win- 
ilows, seemed to be as lifeless as the others. 
We found the stables open, the stall and the 
cribs empty, without a groom to receive our 
horses. 

Let us look in the Moorish coffee-room,” 
said my companion to me. 

What is called the Moorish coffee-room is

Now as to time, turn to 
Revelation, and it says the Holy City shall 
be trodden down ot the Gentiles forty-two 
months—forty-two months of years at thirty 
days per month, 1,260 years. Now reckon 
from the time Omar entered Jerusalem in

Then, again, the two -witnesses (olive trees) 
prophesying and the three and one-half days 
or three years anda half of years—a year of

To my mind 
his description and weapon covers that 
of the reformation of the sixteenth century 
vz.: the Bible (word of God) and preach- 
ing reason, etc. (the sharp sword, etc). It is 
foretold he will overthrow the beast and the 
false prophet. History shows the temporal 
power has been destroyed, and nothing re- 
mains but the overthrow of Turkey in Eu- 
rope (the leader of Mohammedanism, say on 
or before 1897) tu complete the prophecy.

TATIAN, THE SYRIAN. 
DID HE WRITE A GOSPEL ?—LECTURE BY ©. 


Mr. C. B. Waite, of this city, delivered a 
lecture last evening before the Philosophical 
Society on “Tatian, the Syrian—Did Ile 
Write a Gospel“ Mr, Waite, after reading 
a quotation from the Ecclesiastical History 
of Eusebius that Tatian had compiled a Gos- 
pe! and called it Diatessaron, stated that 
Tatian flourished as a writer about the year 
170. He.was born in Assyria, though Epipho- 
nius located his birthplace in Mesopstamia. 
Ile visited Rome in the middle of the second 
century, was there converted to Christianity. 
and became a disciple of Justin Martyr. 
After the death ot Justin, Tatian became a 
’ heretic, joined the Marctonites, and became 
the principal leader of the Encrotites, 
* Controllers of Self.” 
writings which has come down to us is an 
address to the Greeks.

According to Theotloret the genealogies 
had been excised from ‘Tatian’s guspel, and

THE TWO NEW CARDINALS. 

Here is a shorthand sketch of the two new 
Cardinals, Aogeio Bianchi and Vladimir Caacki.

great intelligence evenasachild. He studied 
in the Roman College. He then made such rapid 
progress in his career that he was very soon 
calied upon to fill the post of Secretary of State 
tor Ecciesiastical Affairs, and was named Canon 
of St. Mary in Via Lata. He was then sent as 
Charge d Affaireg into Switzertand. and later to 
the Hague. There be remained some time, till 
Piux LX. recalled him to Rome and named him 
Secretary of the Bishops’ Congregation. 
* this the stop to the Cardinal's bat was 
but short. Buta man of talent being required 
for Spain, Leo XIII. chose Bianch! as that 
mao, and he was sent as Nunzio to Madrid in 
October, 1879. It be is now named Cardinal it is 
but a just reward of the services be has render- 
ed to the Holy See during ali bis active life. He 
bas also ieff a most tavorable impression where- 
ever he bas been, and bas received many decora- 
tions and orders from various Courts. In Rome 
he bas friends among ali classes. without dis- 
tinctmou of party feeling. His elevation to the 
Cardinalate bas therefore been received with 
genoral satisfaction in Rome. 

Viadimir Czacki was born at Poryck, iu Poland, 
on the 16th of April, &. He belongs to a high 
family, and is related to the Princess Odescalcn), 
of Rome. A lover of his country’s liberty, be 
took part iu the Polish national movement that 
tried to regain independence from Russian 
rule, Frustrated in these hopes, Czacki left 
Poland and came to Rome, where he de- 
cided to embrace the ecclesiastic career. 
Although he had not previously studied for 
this, he studied so bard t he was soon cnabled 
to carry his design into @ffect. From the day he 
decided to enter boly orders be devoted Uimseif 
to study. He is well reemberud by mahy who 
saw him then but didnot know bim. He was 
sbort of stature, walked irregularly, ang was al- 
ways absorbed in a book. His relatives in Rome 
being ſjutimate with Pius IX, Czacki was soon 
called upon to fill high places in che Pontitical 
State. e was known as a man of tenacious 
ideas and will. When he was named Nunzio to 
Paris there was some stir in Rome. because he 
had bad no antecedeuts in diplomacy, and thus 
frustrated the hopes of those who thought they 
had a better right to the post than he. Leo XIII. 
has now raised bim to the dignity of Cardinal. 
His health did not allow him to remain longer in 
France. He returnsto Rome. Many think that 
there is the stuff fora future Pope in Cardinal

Heview of the Week. 

The ripple of excitement caused by the 
Miln-Burleigh company died away with 
their departure for Joliet a week ago, to be 
succeeded by an uneventful and prosperous 
calm, which leaves few salient points for re- 
trospective criticism. At Ilaverly's „The 
Lights o’ London” continue to burn with 
aneven brightness, which, if not brilliant, 
is at any rate pure and steady» The perform- 
ances of Mr. Palmer’s Union Square com- 
pany presentan excellent example of how 
much eareful drill, conscientious work, mi- 
nute attention to detail, evenness of ensem- 
bie, harmonious acting, generous setting, and 
first-rate scenic art can do to vitalize and 
render interesting a play in itself of 
indifferent merit, whether literary or dramat- 
ic. Not that Mr. Simm's work is altogether 
worthless even from an artistic standpoint: 
for the motif, if somewhat stale, is intelligi- 
dle and not wholly lacking in strength, the 
action has the merit of continuity and cumt- 
lative effectiyeness towards a legitimate cli- 
max, and interspersed throughout are many 
Uttle touches of nature and pathetic inci- 
dents, which, though often really excres- 
cences, violently introduced for the sake of 
effect, yet cunningly supplement the art of 
the scene-painter and machinist by touch- 
ing the deeper sympathies of human 
nature which rich and poor, the ‘learned 
and ignorant, possess in common. But these 
are merely incidental and to a large extent 
foreign to the play, and it is neither to them 
nor indeed to the perfection of the scenic ap- 
pointments, but to the general and rounded 
exeellence of the acting, that the great suc- 
cess of piece must be chiefly attributed. 
Every role is well filled: not brilliantiy, for 
that would be too strong a word; but so 
filled as to be not only admirable in itself 
but to be in perfect adjustment and keeping 
with all the other parts, and with the gen- 
eral impression which the combined per- 
sonatious are intended to convey. 

This excellence of ensemble on the part of 
Mr. Palmer’s company will inevitably sug- 
gest to the playgoer who has witnessed both 
performances the very spirited rendering of 
“The Merry War” at the Grand Opera- 
House by the Thalia Theatre company, and 
which, though naturally falling under the 
head of music, deserves notice here in con- 
nection with the above remarks, on account 
of the uniform excellence of the acting. Here 
again the smallest part is conscientiously 
filled: every artist strives to do his or her 
best; and ail work together so harmouiously. 
none striving for inartistic prominence, that 
the result is one of all but unmingled 
pleature. From Mr. Lube,in his comical 
and lifelike personation of the tulip 
planter of Haarlem, in which his 
rare dialectical abilities have full play, and 
Miss Raberg, whose naive humor and child- 
like variation of feeling from tears to laugh- 
ter and laughter to tears give a charming in- 
dividuality to the character of Herr Groot’s 
wife: from these, with Miss Jules, Miss 
Hecht, and Mr. Wilke, all admirable in their 
way, down to the court ladies and Sergeants, 
every part finds a careful and sympathetic 
interpreter. So that, apart altogether from 
the music, the performance deserves atten- 
tion, and if local managers, who are some- 
times prone to rely too exclusively on the pre- 
eminent merits of individual actors—or, to 
adopt the cant of the profession, stars — 
would take the hint, it might be a good thing 
for the Chicago stage and the histrionic art 
generally. 

“Forbidden Fruit” is unpleasantly sug- 
gestive of the Frenchy and somewhat mal- 
odorous farce which Messrs. Robson and 
Crane selected as the finai medium for the 
display of their eccentric humors during 
their engagement just closed at Hooley’s 
Theatre. It is one of those many adaptations 
from the French with which the assimilative 
and “requisitionizing’’ genius of that dra- 
matic freebooter, Mr. Dion Boucicault, has 
by turns afflicted and delighted a laughter- 
loving and forgiving age; and of 
these adaptations Forbidden Fruit” is 
neither the best nor werst. Although 
on the playbills styled a comedy, and the 
“funniest comedy known to the English 
stage at that, it no more deserves the titie 
than a music-hall burlesque merits the name 
ot tragedy. It is simply a screaming three- 
act farce, and like most three-act farces too 
thin in substance and attenuated in plot to 
deserve such extended action. Structurally, 
too, it is not a play to which one would par- 
ticularly care to introduce his wife or daugh- 
ters, though indeed the impurity is rather 
suggested than actually displayed, an un- 
cleanness more of plot than of demeanor or 
speech. But these and other faults aside, in 
the hands of Messrs. Robson and Crane 
it fully serves its purpose, and having once 
overcome any feeling of repulsion of which 
at the outset he may be conscious 
and settled down to a resigned enjoyment 
of the situation, the auditor cau h 
to laugh heartily throughout. Indeed, once 
he has been actually buttonholed by the 
two principal artists there is no escape. lie 
is as helplesiy, and much more pleasantly, 
tlieir victim than ever poor Horace was of 
the conversational bore, the classical Pau 
Pry of the Appian way. ‘There is no resist- 
ing the twin humorists. Their eccentricities 
are of a kind that contrast 80 admirably, 
the peculiar manner of the one acting as so 
artistic a foil to that of the other, that the 
result is constant variety and that delight- 
ful surprise which is struck from sudden 
contrasts. -Mr. Robson's dry and formal 
humor could hardly be better set off 
than by the rollicking, free-and-easy spirit of 
Mr. Crane, and while it is just possible that 
even within the compass of three acts an 
audience ‘might tire of the one, if unsup- 
ported and unrelieved by the other, it is im- 
possible it should tire of both. Of the rest 


ot the company there is not much to be said 


either in praise or blame, though no one who 
has had experience of the blondes and bru- 
hets who serve out Bass and musty sand- 
wiches behind the innumerable bars of 
Spiers & Pond will be likely to accept Miss 
Henry’s Julia Perkins as a typical London 
barmaid. Considerable less stiffness, a great- 
er proficiency in the cockney art of drop- 
ping 's,“ and a nicer artfulnessin the 
arrangement of her hair, combined with a 
Saucier and more piquant pertness, would 
Rreatly improve the young lady’s assumption 
of anot very difficult part. Of the other 
ladies Miss Bradley gave a really winning 
and ladylike rendering of the doting and 
lovingly-exacting wife, never, even in the 
supper-room at Cremorne, forfeiting her title 
to respect hs a lady and wife. Of the Mrs. 
Buster of Mrs. Myers not so much need be 
said, nor so favorably, it being woeden and 
unsympathetic: while Miss Bigelow’s Zulu 
was inartistically overdone, as well as lack- 
ing in roundness and ease,

And then there are the tricks: the 
illusions, the blood-curdling feats of blood- 
less and innocent murder; the suiash- 
ing into ten thousands bits and sud- 
den, marvelous resurrection of watches; 
the rolling of two live rabbits Into one and 
the dual Banny’s subsequent extraction frou 
the waistcoat of some unsuspecting, mild 
mannered, ivofleasive oid gentleman; the 
mysterious disappearances and the more 
mysterious reappearances of handkerchiefs 
most certainly reduced to ashes; the magical 
cabinet with its ubiquitous monkey, and— 
but why enumerate? ‘The mere recollection 
bewliders and confuses one, and, besides, to 
be effective, any description of Mr. Herr- 
mann’s performance would have to be ac- 
companied by the little by-plays of witticism, 
action, repartee, and jest which so charm- 
ingly set off and relieve the manual 
and mechanical displays of ingenuity 
and =e skill. Some of the tricks, of 
course, are old; toa grizzled playgoer like 
the critic, stale; but several are new, and one 
at least so marvelously simple and yet seeni- 
ingly so inexplicable that Mr. Uerrmann 
would confer a distinct benefit on his admir- 
ers and relieve certain minds of divers sus-

It is satisfactory to know that while our 
country is invaded with so much foreign 
talent, England is paying generous tribute to 
the genius of our representative tragedian.

Doubtless this 
was all the more pleasing to Mr. Booth on 
account of what he must have been told re- 
garding the cautious and critical attitude of 
Scotch playgoers generally. It is well 
known in circles theatrical that great ar- 
tistes like Macready and Hellen Faucit 
dreaded a first appearance before an Edin- 
burg or Glasgow audience. and never felt quite 
assured of their position until their metro- 
politan successes had been stamped by the 
approval of Scotland. Besides, the peo- 
ple of Glasgow have been educated in the 
best traditions of the stage. Uuder mana- 
gers like Alexander and Edmund Glover the 
stage was elevated into a position of dignity 
remarkable in so puritanical a community, 
and by them all the best actors were intfo- 
duced from time to time in an unbroken suc- 
eession extending over more than a 
century. Mr. Booth, therefore, had rea-

THE DRAFT IN CHICAGO, 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Cnicaco, Oct. 27.—Mr. Storrs stated in his 
lecture Monday evening last that there were 
three things of which a resident of Ubicago 
could boast: First, Chicago filled ber quota 
during the War of the Rebellion without a draft. 
We certainly had one draft here—at least in a 
portion of the city, if not in all. It took place 
during October or November, 184. There was 
also another ordered about three months later, 
but the high bounties brought in recruits quite 
rapidiy, and the dratt was postponed from day 
to day for some time uutii the entire quota was 
made up. The first draft took place not long 
atter the meeting of the National Democratic 
convention, which aid all the iajury it could to 
the Government in its struggie wiih the slave 
power. That convention ought to have met in 
purgatory or some omer not piace where it 
could do no harm. A sbert time before the first 
draft much dissatisfaction was expressed in 
some parts of the city—which were Democratic 
then, as now—at the enroliment which hud pre- 
viously been made by Provost-Marshal James. 
it was claimed that be had enroiled the. old, the 
nalt, the maimed, the lame, and the blind. and 
that thereby the quota demanded was doubic 
what it ought to be. In some ot the wards the 
citizens clubbed together and took a new en- 
rollmeut of their own, but in every instance the 
enrollment of the Provost Marshal was found 
about correct. He was no doubt correct in his 
statement at the time that more time, money, 
and effort were being spent in evading the draft 
than would suffice to fill the quota. 

Capt. James perforwed bis duty with prompt- 
ness, and navy thought bim too rigorous, but it 
is not at all likely, that be overstepped bis duty. 
One wortby citizen who was drafted was waited 
upon by a squad of soldiers at bis piace of busi- 
ness and marched through the streets tothe 
headquarters of the Provost on Clark 
stredi, somewhere between Madison and 
Adama. It. was not necessary. as a 
substitute had been procured for Sl., and was 
ready at an bour’s notice. There was another 
case aliitie awusing to those whe knew the 
party. It was chat of an attorney who had been 
admitted tothe bar a few months before the 
War broke out. He was burnowe with zeal for 
his country. He was ready—ac@ording to his 
own account—to sacrince bome, friends. prop- 
erty, yea his life if need be, to perpetuate the 
liberties our fathers bad bequerthed to us, and 
transmit them Uuimpaired te future genera- 
tions. He kept up this talk from April, 161, un- 
til wwe fall of 1864, when the draft came, and he 
was among the first that wea struck. His sub- 
stitute cost him $1,200, —— the highest 
price paid at the time. © writer was well ac- 
quainted with these cases, and writes entirely 
from memory. Both of these gentiemeu are 
worthy citizens, and are still among us. 

Bounties reached tbeir highest point during 
the closing months of 1864 and the early part of 
1865. Inciuding the Nationa’, State, county, and 
eituer the cliy or wurd bounties—and perhaps 
both, as the writer cannot now remeuwbe:i —they 
reached somewhere about $859. 

Drafted men got nothing. Grafted into the 
army was a common phrase in those days, aud 
around the recruiting-tents upon the oid Court- 
House Square could bo scen more than one sign 
out “Come in out of the draft.” 

McCiellan was the Presidential candidate of 
the Democratic party, and bis chances of an 
election were warmly discussed by many who 
called him Mike Lelian. He was also called the 
“gunboat candidate,” and in some of the Ke- 
piblican club-rooms could be seen a horribie 
— on cotton cloth of a man standing on the 
ow of a gunbonat ou the Potomac and trying to 
get a giimpse of a battle that was raging some 
miles away. If Mr. Storrs ts not aware ot a 
draft iu this city surety thousands of others are, 
and these few points may not be out of place.

A Brief Review of the Musical 
Events of the Past Week,

Entertainments of the Past Week. 
The German company at the Grand Opera- 
House has had crowded houses during the 
past week, and will always be remembered 
with pleasure for its admirable presentation 
ot The Merry War.“ The same opera will 
undodbtedly be given in English before 
long, but it may be doubted whether it will 
be any better done or auy more enjoyable. 
Of course the humor of the text will be made 
more of, but it does not requireg linguist to 
understand Strauss, and the excellent acting 
materially assisted in explaning the nature 
of the plot. The second act is as bright, 
merry, and as full of witching music as is 
found in light opera in the repertory of any 
organization. And the opening duet in the 
third actis also pretty and effective. The 
weakness of this company is with its chorus, 
which, although large in numbers, handsome 
ly-costumed and well drilled in the business of 
the piece, was not strong vocally, and was no 
better on the last night than it was on the 
first. For so large a choral force the volum 
of sound was inadequate, and it seemed a 
times as though a baker’s dozen was doing 
all the singing while the rest were screech- 
ing at and around the music to the best of 
their ability. In faet the concerted numbers 
evidently require a higher grade of singers 
than the company possesses, and is written 
far above the usual mg of of comic-opera 
scores. There are many fair singers in this 
company, yet portions of the first act were 
beyond their reach. However, we have had 
a treat and may be grateful for it without 
looking too closely into the gift-horse’s 
mouth. Mrs. Raberg, Messrs. Lube, Klein, 
Wilke, and Miss Jules have afforded abun- 
dant amusement, thus developing the proper 
sphere of cowic opera. 


The concert by the Mozart Society on 
Thursday evening showed a marked im- 
provementin its choral work which augurs 
well for its future success. The new leader 
is evidently energetic, thoroughly in earnest, 
and.gifted with some of that personal mag- 
netism without which a leader is in no man- 
ner superior to the baton with whieh he beats 
the time. The society has increased its act- 
ive membership, and, although there were 
several vacant chairs in the chorus, the at- 
tendance numbered about seventy, which is 
a good representation, The seiections chosen 
were not especially inspiring or pleasing. In 
this respect there was room for hnprove- 
ment. Exception should be made in favor of 
Buck’s “ Nun of Nidaros,” whien is a spirit- 
ed cantata abounding in rene harmonies 
and sung with good taste and feeling. The 
tirst tenors need to put on the brakes” or 
they will be accused of shouting at the wusic 
instead of singing it.

The Apollo Concert. 

The first concert of the eleventh season of 
the Apollo Club will take place next Thurs- 
dayevening, Nov. 2, at Central Music-Hall. 
The program will Consist of Gade’s “Cru- 
saders” and Mendelssehn’s “Hymn of 
Pralse.“ It will be remembered that the 
former work was given here last season by 
the Beethoven Society, and was very gener- 
ally admired.

It consists of exercises for cor- 
recting their former bad habits and for lay- 
i the foundations for good ones, Not 
only are they trained in producing 
pure tones and in singi inelodies with

The Recently · incorporated New 
York College of Music. 


——— 


A Four -Tear-Old Institution That Has 
Nearly 600 Pupils. 


Ne Element of Prefit in the Plan of the 
Establishment. 


Spectal Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Oct. 2.—lt is noy about seven 
years since the late Samuel Wood’s muni 
cent endowment of a College of Music was 
announced in this correspondence. Since 
then Ar. Wood has been several years dead, 
and the will by which he devised bis estate 
to Trustees for the above purpose has been 
contested in successive courts to tbis 
day. Originally estimated at 85.000, 
000, the estate has shrunk from 
various causes until the Trustees 
now expect to realize little, if any, more than 
half that sum. Dr. Elmer intorms me, how- 
ever, that they consider the legul obstruction 
to be virtually overcome, and expect to be in 
possession of the property before the end of 
the current year. They have also a valuable 
site in the Central Park, secured by law to 
the college, on which it is expected that a 
building to cost $500,000 will be commenced 
as soon as possible after obtaining possession 
of the estate. 

But, while these gentlemen were strug- 
giing in doubtful litigation to get at the ob- 
ject by the money end—which is commonly 
assumed to be the business end“ of every- 
thing (both first and last)—the musical 
renaissance could pot wait for their prob- 
lematical prospects, and has helped itself to 
a college at the professional end. Possible 
the Wood bequest may some time or other 
supply the money factor ina great musical 
foundation. Meanwhile, the recently-incor- 
porated 

NEW YORK COLLEGE OF MUSIC” 
already is the personal factor and the essen- 
tial factor in such a foundation—actually 
uniting in its faculty the master musicians 
and teachers, whose abilities command pub- 
lic confidence and patronage wherever mu- 
sic Is known. Theodore Thomas, for 
example, shows the true  profession- 
al spirit. that controls him by put 
ting aside the directorship of Cincinnati’s 
millionaire college, and accepting a Pro- 
fessorship in a modest institution founded 
on character and artinstead of money. A 
similar remark might be madeof Raphael 
Joseffy, the world-renowned pianist and in- 
structor, who gives his services exclusively 
to the New York College of Music. Such 
teachers as George F. Bristew, the leading 
musicians of thé Philharmonic Society, and 
the best Italian professors in the city are 
also combined under the management of Di- 
rector Alexander, whose qualifications need 
no other certificate than the presence of 
these distinguished colleagues and of the 600 
pupils already attracted from all parts of the 
American continent. 

And not the least remarkable circumstance 
is, that next to nothing has been said of this 
college in the newspapers. No effort has 
been made for éclat or notoriety; no lofty 
proposals or prospectuses have been put 
forth. The sole basis has been work and 
men of the purest class tal stamp, self-reli- 
ant, unsensational, unadyertised, and above 
the courting of popularity or profit. In fact, 
there is 

NO ELEMENT OF PROFIT IN THE PLAN. 
The building occupied is itself. a contribu- 
tion to the use of the college, free of charge, 
by one of the Trustees, who refuses to be 
Known. The terms to students are uniform 
and low. Nw extra prices are accepted for 
any consideration whatever, and  there- 
fore no money can procure Ad- 
mission or promotion to a grade ot in- 
struction to which one has not attained.

The true masters, in eM ranch 
of culture, are not to be had for Wo baut 
for ideals; such ideals can be realized 
only in seats of culture or in combinations 
of masters superior to vulgar and sordid 
considerations. Such a body of men as the 
faculty of the New York College of Musie. 
of Yale, or of Harvard may indeed be aided 
in their work by money; but alk the money 
in the world could not draw them away 
from the paths in which lie their true 
strength and success. The Trustees of the 
Wood bequest, therefore, would be wise to 
use the money, if they can it, aS an en- 
dowment of the New York College of Music 
for the purpose of free scholarships and 
professorships, and leave it under the same 
commanding management that has wrought 
its wonderful success thus far.

Wasuinoron, D. C., Oct. 24.—While eaeh 
State is separately grinding its own political 
machinery, it must not be imagined that we 
are stupidly moping under the shadow of 
the Capitol, awaiting the assembling of the 


body politic of the Nation, which is the grand 


signal for society to “commence the season; 
for, in truth, Washington is never more en- 
chanting (at least to lovers of the beautiful) 
than at the present time. There is a charm 
in October skies and October’s bloom that 
throws a peculiar witchery over this mag- 
nificent eity, with its parks and gardens, and 


„ ite wealth of verdure, on which the shadows 


of palatial edifices so softly fall. And how 
grandly the Capitol looms up above all this! 
And what a world of beauty spreads out be- 
fore us as we gaze from its hights over a vast 
expanse of charming scenery that even the 
great traveler Humboldt pronounced the 
most beautiful he had ever seen. 

The great Dome is now gleaming in all the 
purity of unsullied whiteness, having been 
freshly painted at a great expense—indeed, 


‘go fabulous in its rumored extravagance 


that 1 forbear to mention it, as 
its stupendous proportions are incredible, 
and probably exaggerated. Some estimate 
of the cost, however, may be formed from 
the statement that the paint required for the 
work would have painted all the buildings 
on Pennsylvania avenue from the White 
House to the Capitol. It was a herculean 
task indeed! And a more singular sight can 
scarcely be imagined than that of the men 
crawitng like spiders over the rope-ladders 
spread over the surface of the Dome; which 
arrapgement caused spectators to tremble 
as they gazed upward to the dizzy hight, 
which is over 350 feet above tidewater. 

The statue of Freedom that surmounts the 
Dome has been the subject of much discus- 
sion lately, on account of the discovery that 
she daily makes obeisance to the sun—a

on scientific principles. The statue is of iron, 
and not marble as the correspondent ot a 
New York journal has been pleased to rep-

THE EDISON LIGHT. 


An Interesting Exhibition of Incan- 

: descent Electric-Burners,. 

The Western Edison Light Company ex- 
hibited their incandescent lights yesterday 
from 3 until 10 p. m. at their offices, Nos. 51 
and-53 Wabash avenue. Mr. John M. Clark 
showed a representative of Tue TRIBUNE 
through the place and explained to him the 
workings of the light. Altogether there 
were 250 lamps burning, the power for which 
was generated from one engine in the base- 
ment. In the rear room the lamps were burn- 
ing in lines suspended from the wall, and 
Mr. Clark turned off each line and 


m on again. He thrust 
light in a box of dr 
shavings, and the slight heat of the bul 
made no impression. The bulb can be held 
in the hand without any burning sensation. 

“The great advantage of the light,” said 
Mr. Clark, is its safety. Edison's system 
generates a current of such low pressure as 
to be perfectly safe. You can take hold of 
both of these poles and not feel any shock.“ 
The reporter did so, and felt only aslight 
stinging sensation. 

“ This system converts 9714 per cent of the 
energy of the power applied into electricity,” 
said Mr, Clark, “and there is no heat gen- 
era 

“Can you regulate the lamps so that they 
can be used on the stage of a theatre?“ 
asked the reporter. 

“Ob, yes,” said Mr. Clark; “they can be 
regulated by means of what is called a re- 
sistance box, which controls the volume of 
light. We can run from fifteen to 1,200 
lights, and can subdivide the power as we 
please.“ 

Mr. Clark made a lamp burn brightly under 
water, ana broke a lamp in a pile of shavings 
to show that ft was harmless. This latter 
operation was successful, and the breaking of 
the lamp caused only a pop like the explosion 
of a paper bag, but the light was extin- 
guished as soon as the glass was broken. 

Do you propose to introduce this system 
into private houses? asked the reporter. 

“We do if the Council will grant us leave 
to lay underground wires. We have appar- 
atus by which we can change the direction of 
the current; we can 

TURN IT AT RIGHT ANGLES, 

and we can divide it when it comes from 
four different directions. in New York we 
are lighting a district one mile square, in 
which we light 1.100 houses with 17,000 burn- 
ers. We have from twelve to 1,200 light 
dynamos, and lights of four, eight, sixteen, 
and thirty-two candle power,” and the re- 
porter was shown the apparatus by which 
the candle power was determined. ‘The six- 
teen-candie power lamp is said to be the most 
popular. 

After some experimenting Mr. Edison set- 
tled upon a bamboo fibre for the flame of his 
lamp. This is imported from Japan. After 
it has grown so that it has passed the soft 
and pulpy stage, during which time it is 
used by the Japanese for foods and salads, 
itis cut down. it resembles an ordinary 
cane pole then, and it is cut in pieces at the 
joints in lengths of about eight inches. Then 
it is split, and the fibres are tied up in bun- 
dies and sent to East Newark, to the lamp 
factory. ‘There it is recut into lengths of 
six inches egch, as fine as hair, for 
the sixteen-candle lamps, and into three-inch 
lengths for the eight-candle lamps. These 
fibres are placed in nickel moids and put in 
a furnace under high pressure until they 
become thoroughly carbonized, having first 
been beaten into the shape of a horseshoe. 
They are elastic when taken out and will 
ring like steel. 

These carbonized fibres are joined to two 
half-inch pieces of platinum by a deposit of 
copper, and the horseshoe is hermetically 
sealed in a small giass tube, as the glass and 
platinum have the same expausive properties 
under heat. The whole is then placed 
in a pear-shaped glass bulb and 
22 sealed. * top ＋ this bulb is 
opel i mercury is dropped tirrough un- 
til, fit lly, the lamp is exhausted to one mill- 
ionth of an atmosphere. Originally a vacuum 
was created in forty-five hours, but nowa 
vacuum can be created in forty-five minutes. 

The East Newark factory, where the 
lainps are made, occupies three and one-half 
acres of ground, and from 3,000 to 4,000 per- 
sons are employed there, producing 40,000 
lamps per day. There are 50.000 Edison 
lamps in use at present, and the num- 
ber is being increased dail y. At present 
the use of lamps in a private family is some- 
thing of a luxury, but if the company is per- 
initted to lay its underground wires and fur- 
nish light from a central office, it will be 
much cheaper than gas.

American Women of This Stamp 
in Paris. 


How They Endeavor to Foist Them- 
selves into Society. 


Some Recent Specimens of This Very 
Unpleasant Class.

Pans, France, Oct. 13.—A writer in Black- 
wood’s Magazine once enunciated it as his 
opinion that when a Scotchman sold himself 
to the foul fiend he fulfilled his bargain with 
a thoroughness unknown to the met other 
nationalities. In proportion as the “hational 
traits of his countrymen were thriftiness, 
piety. and strict morality of life so did he 
proceed wildly in the opposit direction. 1 
have not the book at hand to which I might 
refer, but such is the sense of the passage. 
It was brought to my mind the other day by

APPLICABILITY TO AMERICAN WOMEN, 
no less than to the natives of Scotland. In 
proportion as the national type of American 
womanhood presents all that is pure, and 
charming, and admirable, so does the Amert- 
can woman, when she flings aside these qual- 
ities, pass utterly and unequivocably to the 
other extreme. 

We see very little of this peculiar class 
amongst our countrywomen at home, The 
American adventuress—that is to say, the 
woman born and bred a lady, who has flung 
aside all the morality and modesty of her 
nature, and taken to living by her wits—is 
essentially a Europeanized figure.

She is dangerous; she tries to injure those 
with whom she comes in contact. She has, 
too, acraving for readmission into the so- 
ciety wherein she has forfeited her place. 
Endowed with the traditional beauty of her 
race, and with more than its traditional 
acuteness, with the memories and associa- 
tions of herearly life to back up her efforts, 
she very often succeeds for a brief space of 
time in establishing herself in the drawing- 
room of some unwary or newly-arrived 
hostess of the American colony. But ‘the 
end is always discomfiture, followed by a 
speedy retreat, 

Sometimes rather desperate measures are 
resorted to by the lady in order to retain her 
usurped position. Not long ago one of these 
fair females (who had married a Frenchman, 
by the way) managed, under the cover of her 
husband’s name, to gain a footing in the 
house of a French lady of irreproachable 
character.

TOOTHSOME PRETZELS. 


How They Are Made—The Nice Ones 
tor Home Consumption and the Cast- 
Iron Ones tor Free-Lunch Attach- 
ments. 

In one of the daily papers last week was an 
advertisement for a “boy to assist in a pretzel 
bakery,” and it caught the eye of u TRIBUNE 
reporter, who bad at several times in the course 
of his brief but eventful life destroyed several 
good teeth and enriched a number of dentists 
by muncbing the adamantine pretzel as an ac- 
compuniment to a beaker of foaming lager. He 
had often wondered, as be plucked a loose in- 
cisor from his mouth and cast it n a neigbbor- 
ing cuspidore, bow this fruit was manufactured, 
and he resolved to call on the direvtor of the 
pretzel mint mentioned at the end of the adver- 
tisement and ask him how the thing was done. 

Accordingly be boarded a North Wells street 
car and alighted at No. 376, over the door of 
which was a bakery sign. A vigorous rattle at 
the front door brought a young lady out from a 
side entrance, and reporter asked ber where 
the President of the pretzel bank could be 
feund, She said he was in the shop. and indi- 
cated his whereabouts witb a lily-white fore- 
Unger liberaily decked with flour. Fol- 
lowing the irections the scribe waiked 
back through a passageway and entered 
the shop. Its occupants were one of the pro- 
prietors—the Stickel Brothers—and two assist- 
ants,all busily e in compounding the 
deadly figure 8. 

The reporter told Mr. Stickel what he wanted 
to see, and that gentieman dusted the flour from 
bis hands and expressed his willingness to show 
the pretzol- loving public, through the medium 
of Taz Trreuxn, how their favorit articie of 
diet was worked up. Opening two buge boxes he 
showed tne doug from which the deadly article 
was compounded, stating that it was ordinary 
bread dough’ It looked quite harmiess. Then 
Mr. Stickel showed some yeast, which, he said, 
they made themseives out of bops and mait. 
Just then one of the assistants came up to the 
box. pulled outa slug of dough, and roiled it 
out into a long string. Theo be put it in an in- 
clined trough, and let it slide down gentiy under 
a knife while he chopped off little pieces about 
un inch long. When be finisbed he took the lit- 
tie pieces one by one, roiled them out, and 
twisted them into pretzel-shape, placing them 
in order on a Then they were ready for 
the fire. : 

First they are placed in a box made of wire 
petting, which is set in a kettie haif full of wa- 
ter, and they are boiled like doughnuts. They 
are then taken out, sprinkied with salt, and put 
in a huge oven on long wooden shoveis. where 
they are baked hard. After this process they 
are thrown m boxes and the boxes are put in 
recesses over the oven. 

HERE THE PRETZELS DRY AND HARDEN. 

“Why do you have to dry them?’ asked the 
reporter of the proprietor. 

“So that they will keep,” be answerea. “See 
here, and be picked up an ordinary-looking 
pretzel which had not been dried and broke it 
easily, showing a light, bread-like inside. ** They 
would spoil it left in this condition. 

“Don't you manufacture any of the large 
sized pretzels?” asked the reporter, noticing

The pretzel given to the reporter was quite 
pliabie and fresb, was quite unlike any he 
had tackled before. It did not seem right to 
him, as be nad gaged his appetite tor oue of the 
old back numbers so familiar to bis palate, and, 
to sat this craving, be dropped into a neigh- 
boring lager emporium, vailed for a glass of 
beer, and incidentally threw in a bint for a 
pretzel. As it rattied musically across the bar 
it recalled to the scribe many happy hours in 
the dead past during which he bad helped a few 
cougeniai spirits to surround a table and added 
bis mite to the shuffle of many feet on the sand- 
ed floor as he listened to the pit-patof the beer 
which trickied down theside of the tabie into 
his boot. 

“ Where do you get your pretzelsF he asked 
of the gentieman behind the white apron, as he 
drove bis teeth fartherinto his gums in a vain 
endeavor to lacerate the flinty doughaut.

Giving three dis- 
tinct raps as per direction, be was admitted by a 
low-browed gentiemeu, who looked at him sus- 
pigi ously, but consented to admit him after he 
Lau given the mystic sign—the bhoiding up of 
three fingers and the utterance of the mystic 
words.

Red hats, red feathers, red gloves, and red 
stockings are worn by the million. 
Flowers are now but little worn in the cor- 
in demi-toilet, being replaced by knots of 
ribbon in hues contrasting witb that of the dress.

able fur for trimming winter cloaks and cos- 
tumes. 


For dinner or ball-room wear brocaded 
moiré-autiques are very ſashlonable. In white 


these superb fabrics are very bandsome for 
bridal dresses, 


Large Vandyke collars, with deep cuffs to 
match, made of rich lace and inserting, are 


worn over street-jackets of black and other col- 
ored velvets. a 


Tucked sleeves fitted very closely to the 
arms are seen upon a number of imported 
dresses of artistic, esthetic make. The fabric 
must be soft and pliable when this style of 
sleeve is adopted. 


Brocaded or pialded skirts are a good deal 
worn at present this season, with close-fitting 
jersey-basques of plain velvet in black, dark- 
green, dark-blue, or wine- color, and trimmed 
stew | a passemenuterie of gold and iridescent 
beads. 


Ladies will do well this season to look up 
their heirlooms in the shape of fancy buckles 
and clasps, as ornameuts of this description are 
exceedingly fashionable. Buckles, both little 
and large, of gold, silver, jet, pearl, or bronze, 
are worn upon the dress, often in place of but- 
tons. An imported costume of mahogany-red 
satin and plusb, exhibited this week, was fas- 
tened down the entire front, and upon the backs 
of the close coat-sleeves, with buckles and straps 
exactly resembling those which fasten a skate. 


Among the most costly materials for ele- 
gant winter-toilets are brocades and broca- 
telles, with brilliantly-colored exotics on dark 
grounds; Ottoman silks, in all the high-art 
shades: lampas, having plain grounds brocaded 
with stripes covered with flowers; magaiticeat 
Ipdian tissues, woven with threads of real gold 
or silver: and damasks, with huge velvet flowers 
on satiu grounds—these in delicate evening-tints, 
or in the fashionabie colors of olive, electric- 
blue, bronze, Egy ptian-red, goiden- brown, royal- 
purple, terra-cotta, and the endless es of 
green. 


Soft Roman-plaited surahs are much em- 
ployed for kilted and box-piaited skirts, and for 
trimming costumes of fine cloth or vigogue.

The monthly meeting of the Prisoners Aid 
Association of Chicago was held at 104 Desplaines 
street yesterday afternoon, Judge John A. Jame- 
son presiding. Ot the other Directors there 
were present Dr. Thomas, Arthur Ryerson, Ed- 
ward I. Galvin, J. W. Plummer. John W. Ela, 
Allan M. Culver, and Robert Morrison. Messrs. 


> Paxton and C. M. Albenson, of the Citizeos“ 


League, were present. Mr. Culver read the min- 
utes of the last meeting, which were approved. 
Mr. Morrison, as Treasurer, reported: Received, 
$2,062.75; subscribed, not cojjected, $20; total, 
$2,082.75; payments to date, $1,585.50; available 
funds, ' $487.16. The association owes nothing 
except incidental expenses and the agent's sal- 
ary for the current month. Mr. Dodge's report 
as agent showed that fifteen men had applied 
for aid, five had been provided with work, and 
four bad found work themselves since his last 


report. Mr. Dodge was still — up the jail 
work. He had oifers from several clergymen to 
reach there. The donations for the month had 
na dozen books from J. W. Plummer and a 
quantity of clothing from Mr. Ryerson and Law- 
yer Mann. The report of Mrs. Kittie L. Dodge 
as Chairman ot the Committee on Prison Disci- 
ple was read. She bad visited the female 
risoners at the police stations and the County 
aii and had found the police ready to 
assist ber all they could. Mr. Bla made a 
motion that Mrs. Dodge be empowered as the 
Matron of the association to continue ber work 
under the direction of the Committee on Dis- 
charged Prisoners until the next meeting. Mr. 
Galvin suggested the propriety of investigati 
bow many shop-girls drifted into acrimina 
life. 
Mr. Dodge asked for instruction from the Ex- 
ecutive Committee concerning action in obtain- 
pardon or suspended seutenve for prisoners. 
F. Thomas thougbt it should beieft to the 
law. It was not the duty of the association to 
meddle with the courts. The must take its 
course. Their duty was merely to assist the 
convicts to employment and a useful life after 
they were free. Judge Jameson fully concurred 
with Dr. Thomas, and it was decided not to in- 
terfere with the courtsin bebaif of prisoners. 
Mra. Jane Esther's report of visits to the Des- 
plalnes Street Station was read by Mr. Galvin. 
Mr. Paxton, of the Citizens League wished to 
call their attention to the necessity of the pre- 
vention of crime, and especially of 
the debauchery and demoralization of 
the young girls of the city. It was 
a fact that probably not less than 500 dens 
in the city—osteosibly saloons, but actually 
houses of prostitution—were run under license 
given by the city, and some of them with the 
cognizance and consent of some of the members 
of the City Council. Only yesterday a man had 
complained that a Mrs. Shultz had seduced his 
wife from the path of virtue, and now had ber 
an inmate ot aden of vice run under a saloon 
license given by the city officials. It was hope- 
leas to talk of reform, when such breeding 
places of iniquity were allowed to exist under 
cover of authority from the city. 
An — | feature was the ruin of young 
giris from 13 to 16 years ot age. e streets, 
and variety-shows were nightly crowded 
with them, led in by unprincipled young men. 
Another alarming feature was great in- 
crease ot intoxication among wowen at the 
present time, owing to the looseness with which 
the saloon system is run.

COMMERCIAL. 

The leading produce markets were less active 
on Saturday,and moved together more har- 
moniously than the recent rule. There was a 
general advance early. led by hogs and corn, 
then a loss of the point gained, and a firmer 
feeling towards the close. 

Provisions were rather quiet and unsettled. 
They were very strong early in the day, because 
hogs were quoted Doge higher, then fell back 
to about the latest pricés of Friday, as a prom- 
inent operator unloaded a respectable 
line of pork which he had taken on 
a few days previously, and again ad- 
vanced when that pressure was removed. 
Pork closed 5c higher on the near futures, to loc 
bigber on the louger ones, having advanced 156 
20c at the outset. Lard closed 5@7%c higher 
on the nearer deliveries to only a shade higher 
for May. Ribs advanced ic for January, with 
little change for November, but a fair spot de- 
mand for meats by shippers. The trade was 
generally builish, but the feeling was uneup- 
ported by outside orders, and so did not carry 
prices up much, The pointof strength was the 
fact that receipts of hogs for the week only foot 
up about 85,000, against 125,000 expected, and the 
prophets said that there will not be over 
0.000 received the coming week unless 
prices should materially advance. With 
practically no pork or ribs in stock bere, and 
only about 26,000 tes of lard; a small November 
run of bogs would pludh deliveries on con- 
tracts for next month, and this made November 
stuff relatively stroug. Liverpool was said to be 
da higher on lard. The packing ot this city since 
the close of February is reported as 1,660,000 
hogs, against 3.732,000 for the same time last 
year, and 2,971,000 to do in 188), 

Fiour was again in fair demand, though buy- 
ers held off till late in the session, when the bet- 
ter tone in wheat envouraged them to operate. 
There was some inquiry for expert. Other miil- 
stulfs were firm, with only a moderate supply. 

Wheat was rather more active and irregular. 
The market opened about e higher in sympathy 
with corn, while London reported au advance of 
3d per qr ia cargoes off coast. But there was no 
demand, and prices fell off Hl about the time 
the datiy postings showed the receipts to be 
nearly #0 car-loads. Subsequently the return- 
ing strenth in corn was the occasion of a better 
demand for wheat, and a prominent operator 
filled ia a respectably-sized line of shorts, the 
result belug an improvement at the close to %@ 
ic above the latest prices of Friday. ‘There was 
not much demand for car-lots,and the market 
for them fell off ic, but the tone improved 
later in the session, in sympathy with futures. 
Tue trading seemed to be chiefly local, with 
no appreciable demand for export. A party in 
the trade said he did not see that lower prices 
would much increase the forcign movement. 
The people of Europe ere getting about as much 
asthey want, and would scarvely take it more 

rapidly if the price were reduced. Their preseat 
stocks are said to be laue. 

Corp was not specially active, and was uncer- 
tain in tone. The market advanced about e 
early, then deciined lc on the near futures to 
% on the distant ones, and improved, closing 
oe above the latest prices of Friday, the 
May delivery being the strongest. It sold up 
early on reports of bad weather out West and 
South, and broke when the daily inspection list 
was posted, and St. Louis was reportea 
to have received some 40 car-loads of new corn, 
while new ear-corn was said to bave been offered 
at our Stock- Yards witbout finding a buyer. The 
later improvement in tone was due to the fact 
of a good sbipping demand, with the report that 
all the available vessel-room was being char- 
tered for corn and the statement that every

November was quotable at 
574 c, and December sold at 5% e early, with the 
price at the clofe quotable at 300. Seller the 
year was salable at 5ic. 

Barley was steady for No. 2, spot selling at Se, 
and seller November at 88%. No. 3 spot sold at 
560. or 4c lower than the close of Friday, and 
November at 560, closing with free seliers at that 
figure. Samples were dull and lower prices were 
paid. 

Dry goods continue quiet, with prices of cot- 
tons showing some irregularity. Boots and 
shoes were going out freely, and a good demand 
for clothing and millinery goods also existed. 
Groceries were generally steady. Jobbers of 
dried and canned fruits were net very busy, or- 
ders being confined to Meeting current wants. 
Fish remain firm. The butter market was easy. 
Cheese remained firm. Oils were ip good demand 
at former prices. There Was continued quiet io 
coal and pig iron. 

Green fruits were selling slowly at about Fri- 
day’s prices. In building materials the de- 
mand is still active, and prices frm. Hides 
have undergone no change, tanners still holding 
off in anticipation of lower prices. Metais and 
tinners’ ware continue active and firm through- 
out the list. Potatoes are steady at the prices 
ruling throughout the week. Timothy secd was 
steady at $1.70 for prime. Fiaxseed sold early 
at $1.20, or 2c off from the day previous, but 
near the close broke, and was offered at $1.18. 
Clover-seed was firm at $5.50@5.75 for fair to 
choice. Hay was steady. Hogs were in active 
demand, and advanced 10 hie, closing firm at 
$6. 30@7.25 for light, and at $6.30@7.90 for heavy. 
Cattlo were quiet, with sales on a basis of $2.75@ 
6.75 for poor te extra. The receipts for the week 
were 78,000 hogs, 44,500 cattle, and 14,500 sheep, 
against 31,450 cattle, 106,455 hogs, and 8,404 sheep 
lor the corresponding week last year. 

The Board of Trade yesterday voted on the 
proposition to amend the rule providing for the 
composition of arbitration committees by omit- 
tiug mention of “far-off” parties to trades where 
the price is in controversy, and debarring from 
service on such committees only those directly 
interested in the decision. The meeting, which 
was fairly attended, disapproved of the amend- 
ment, and the matter will be submitted to bal - 


lot. 

It is rumored that certain railroad officials of 
this State are putting their heads together with 
intent to secure the abolition of the Railroad 
and Warehouse law this winter. It would seem 
that the imperfect administration of the law has 
given the people much more occasion to com- 
plain than the law itself nas furnished to the 
rallroads. 

It was reported Saturday that a man in Ha- 
vana, LIL, sold 400 hogs about twelve days ago 
to be delivered iu Chicago last week. ‘The re- 
cent decline in prices here enabicd him to un 
in bis sales at a good profit,and his hogs have 
received a new lease of Wife—waiting better 
prices to warrant them in bieeding for the good 
of the country.

Cads are no doubt a cosmopolitan race, and 
the country which produced ’Arry cannot 
repudiate its own peculiar genus, But as- 
suredly the foreign or continental cad is the 
worst of hid kind, displaymg all its worst 
features in their most disagreeably accentuat- 
ed form.

THE MARKETS. 


The Ruling Prices of Fruita, Vecetab)es. 
aud Game on South Water Street. 
The season’s advance is plainly visible i 
the character of the goods exposed for sal. 
on South Water street. This is more appar- 
ent in fruit than in anything else. Peaches, 
that a fortnight ago burdened the sidewalks, 
are now found in very small quantities, and 
pears have ceased coming forward except in 
scattering lots. Grapes hold their own yet, 
both in quantity and quality, the latter show- 
ing more favorably than at any time during 
the season. Apples continue plentiful, the 
quality having improved greatly during the 
last week. Muskmelons have never been so 
plentiful or so late, and at the advanced stage 
may be found in considerable quantities, 
Previous reports of the heavy yield of ap- 
ples in Missouri are amply borne out by the 
enormous receipts of that fruit on this mar- 
ket. The best apples how coming are from 
that State and Centralia, III. Michigan has 
thus far sent considerable quantities of poor 
fruit, mostly windfalls. The betier class of 
apples is sold at $3.00@3.50 per barrel, while 
common lots will bring a range of $2.00@@2.50, 
There is much poor stock not salable at over 


$1.50 

Pears hold steadily at es pt cents per al- 
leged peck-basket. Most of this fruit is from 
Michigan, though some is sent to this mar- 
ket from Western Penusylvania. 

Grapes have had a good market here, and 
early in the week sold at low prices. All the 
prominent varieties are now on sale-—the 
Concords, Isabellas, Delawares, and Cataw- 
bas, the latter showing liberal receipts with- 
in the last few days. Considerable quantities 
of very fine grapes come from a little town 
called Northeast, Pa., situated in the north- 
easternmost corner of that State. The cult- 
ure of this truit is made a specialty there, 
and several large vineyards distribute their 
yield about equally between New York and 
Chicago. The Catawbas, which give “ the 
juice divine,” as Longfellow once wrote, 
have come forward in fine condition. and sell 
at seven cents per pound, the Delawares 
bringing about the same price. Concords and 
Isabellas were selling at four to four and a 
halt cents per pound in ten- bound baskets. 

‘The show of peaches was small yesterday, 
and the quality generally inferior. The few 
lots of really choice sold at high prices, some 
bringing $4 per bushe! basket. Others in the 
conventional peck basket were going at 75 
cents to SL 

Quinces were more plentiful than for sev- 
eral days, but they do not bear out the early 
reports of a generally tine qnality. The bet- 
ter fruit of this kind packed in baskets was 
sold at 75 cents. but barreled quinces yester- 
day were a drug at $4(@4.50. 

But slight changes have occurred in the 
one of vegetables, which are still pients#® 

tipe tomatoes are about out of market, and 
when found sell for $1.50@1.75 per bushel. 
Cabbages are sold at $2@2.25 per 100, turnips 
at 81. 501.50 per barrel, and onions at 31.25 
(@1.50 per barrel. Squashes may be had at 
>1@1.25 per dozen, and beets at $1 per barrel. 
Turnips, coming from almost everywhere, 
sell at $1 per barrel. Celery is procurable at 
20@25 cents per dozen heads. 

‘There has been little change in potatoes. 
West Randolph street largely monopolizes 
the jobbing trade. Small lots are sold at 55 
(@60 cents per bushel, and larger ones pro- 
portionately less. 

Game during the past week was much more 
abundant than the week previous. A good 
portion of the receipts, however, came to 
hand in a bad condition, owing to the mild 
character of the weather. Prairie chickens 
in warketable shape were sold yesterday at 
$3.75@4 per dozen. Mallards were to be had 
at $2 per dozen, and small ducks at $1@1.2 
per dozen. Partridges sold at $4, and quail 
at $2@2.%. Venison, of which there is little 
offered, was held at 15% 16 cents per pound 
for saddles. 

The market for poultry bas weakened con- 
siderably during the week. Yesterday hens 
young and old were selling at 8@83¢ cents 
alive, and cocks at 5 cents. Turkeys were 8 
@i2 cents, ducks $2.75@3 per dozen, and 
geese $6.50@7 per dozen.
